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THOMAS  DE  QUIXCEY  AND  HIS  SUPPOSED  DESCENT 
EROM  THE  EARLS  OE  WINCHESTER. 

By  JOSEPH  BAIN,  F.S.A.Scot. 

In  Harpc/s  Magazine  for  last  February,  tliere  is  an  interesting  paper 
styled  Nights  and  Days  with  de  Quincey."  Mr.  Hogg  (the  autlior), 
at  the  close  of  it,  makes  the  following  remarks  which  drew  my  attention, 
being  quite  new  to  me  : — 

Family  Resemblances." 

**  On  one  of  my  visits  to  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  whilst  passing 
through  one  of  the  corridors,  I  was  startled  by  the  features  of  a  sculp- 
tured figure  quite  unknown  to  me.  The  thought  flashed,  how  strikingly 
that  face  resembles  Miss  Florence  de  Quincey  !  (afterwards  Mrs.  Baird 
Smith).  She  was  always  remarkable  for  her  pale  statuesque  beauty. 
On  reading  the  inscription,  I  found  that  the  figure  was  actually  that  of 
her  ancestor,  Saher  de  Quincey,  Earl  of  Winchester." 

"  When  I  returned  to  Edinburgh,  I  reported  to  de  Quincey  this 
singular  resemblance  of  the  eftigy  of  the  old  earl  to  his  daughter  over  a 
gap  of  some  five  centuries." 

*  This  led  to  a  critical  estimate  of  Saher  de  Quincey  and  the  part  he 
played  in  the  history  of  his  time,  which  I  remember  was  summed  up  in 
the  pithy  remark  '■^  A  very  iurhulent  personage  indeed  lie  was." 

"  Thereafter  I  had  a  charming  disquisition  on  "  Family  Resemblances  " 
(or  "  Heredity  ")  which  would  have  delighted  Captain  Galton,  illustrated 
by  humorous  examples  ancient  and  modern.  This  same  Saher  (or  Sever) 
de  Quincey  is  to  be  remembered  in  connection  with  the  capital  versified 
performance  by  "  Delta  "  in  Blaclcicood  entitled  De  Quincey's  Revenge," 
in  three  "Fyttes."    It  appeared  about  forty  years  ago." 

On  reading  the  first  paragraph,  one  pauses  to  ask — Does  the  writer  really 
think  that  the  sculptured  figure  of  Saher  de  Quincy,  Earl  of  Winchester, 
placed  in  the  House  of  Lords^  as  one  of  the  Magna  Charta  Barons,  was 
done  from  an  authentic  likeness  of  him  ]  As  he  died  in  the  Holy  Land 
in  1219,  it  is  improbable  to  the  last  degree  that  any  likeness  ever  existed. 
How  then  can  a  resemblance  between  a  lady  of  this  nineteenth  century 
and  a  fancy  portrait  of  a  baron  of  the  thirteenth,  prove  their  relationship  '? 

Mr.  Hogg's  complacent  assumption  on  the  point  shows  how  rootedly  the 
belief  lingers  in  this  country,  that  persons  who  bear  a  similar  surname  are 
all  descended  from  a  common  ancestor,  than  which  there  can  be  no 
greater  delusion.  For  the  Opium  Eater  "  himself  thought  he  descended 
from  the  Earls  of  Winchester,  as  appears  in  his  Aidohiograpliy;-  though 
there  is  no  proof  whatever  to  establish  it.  In  this  belief  probably,  he 
prefixed  the  "  de  "  to  his  surname,  for  Professor  ^Masson  says  in  a  note, 
**  De  Quincey's  father  called  himself  simply  'Thomas  Quincey,'  without

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any  prefix  of  de,  and  was  known  by  that  name  from  about  1779  to  1793, 
by  the  business  world  of  ^Manchester." 

De  Quiucey  in  the  Aidohiogra2'>hi/,  refers  to  "  Delta's"  poem,  which 
being  mere  romance,  proves  nothing.  "Where  he  discovered  that  the 
De  Quincis  emigrated  from  Norway  early  in  the  eleventh  century,  does 
not  appear  ;  the  belief,  hitherto,  is  that  they  came  from  Gascony  in  the 
twelfth.  The  AutohiograpJii/  says  they  continued  to  flourish  in  England 
through  nine  or  ten  generations  .  .  .  and  had  a  perilous  share  in  the 
Barons'  war  under  Henry  III.  Before  they  came  to  grief,  they  threw  off 
asteroids,"  ^  some  of  whom  found  themselves  abreast  of  Henry  YIII  in 
the  sixteenth  century.  He  then  refers  to  the  Quinceys  who  emigrated 
to  America  [to  be  noticed  presently]  and  concludes  by  an  account  of  the 
last  of  the  "  asteroids  "  in  England,  who  enjoyed  any  relics  of  the  ancient 
Winchester  estates ;  an  elder  kinsman  of  his  father,  who  died  during  the 
American  war,  a  squireen  as  he  (de  Quiucey)  had  been  told,  in  a  village 
belonging  either  to  the  counties  of  Leicester,  Nottingham  or  Rutland. 
Could  any  thing  be  more  vague  than  this  hearsay  story  1 

The  mention  of  America  in  the  Autolior/raphi/  reminded  me  that  the 
Quincy  family,  wdiose  founder  Edmund  Quincy  emigrated  to  Boston, 
in  1633,  became  noted  there,  a  descendant  John  Quincy  Adams,  having 
been  President  of  the  United  States.  There  are  two  books  giving  their 
family  history  which  I  have  seen."^  The  second  of  them,  in  two  very 
handsome  quarto  volumes,  is  an  expansion  of  the  slight  notices  of  the 
American  Quincys  contained  in  the  earlier  work.  The  author  employed 
the  late  eminent  genealogist,  ColonelJ.  L.  Chester,  to  examine  the  English 
records.  There  is  a  very  interesting  report  by  that  gentleman  on  the 
results  of  his  enquiries,  at  the  close  of  which  he  says  : — do  not  discuss 
the  question  of  the  arms  claimed  and  used  by  the  later  descendants  of 
Edmund  Quincy.  ^  It  is  of  course  possible  that  he  descended  lineally 
from  the  arms-bearing  De  Quinceys,  but  even  if  such  were  the  case,  1 
think  the  position  in  which  he  is  found,  would  preclude  the  possibihty  of 
discovering  evidence  to  substantiate  such  descent.  London  28  Jany. 
1881."    (Signed)  "  Joseph  Lemuel  Chester." 

This  is  the  o]dy  conclusion  to  which  this  honest  and  able  investigator 
could  come.  Col.  Chester  found  that  I'^dmund  Quincy,  father  of 
the  emigrant,  instead  of  beincr  a  "landowner  living  on  his  estates  at 
Achurch,  near  Wigthorpe,  Northamptonshire,"  as  stated  in  these  family 
histories,  Avas  merely  a  '  husliandman,'  or  tenant  farmer,  "  and  there  was 
no  evidence  that  he  owned  an  acre  in  fee  simple,"  and  stated  these  plain 
facts  in  his  report,  with  the  inevitable  inferences  from  them.  His  client, 
Avho  naturally  enough,  wished  to  establish  a  descent  from  the  great 
territorial  De  Quincis,  observes  with  evident  dissatisfaction  that  "  the 
depreciating  and  half  patronizing  tone  of  the  report  is  both  distasteful 
and  out  of  place  "  ;  consoling  himseif  with  tlie  lucubrations  in  an  opposite 
direction  of  T.  C.  Banks  (a  strange  personage  who  was  *  created  '  a

barouet  by  the  i^semlo  Earl  of  Stirling),  who  asserted,  "that  the  younger 
sons  of  Saber  do  Quincy  were  very  numerous,  and  as  the  lands  and  property 
were  divided,  they  went  into  difForent  employments,  and  became  part 
of  the  yeomanry  of  England,  but  yet  lawfully  retained  the  arms  and  the 
tradition  of  their  Norman  descent."  Banks  also  "considered,"  on 
what  ground  is  not  said,  tbat  the  emigrant  was  descended  from  one  of  the 
younger  sons  of  IMargaret,  wife  of  Earl  Saber. 

Another  person  of  the  same  complimentary  turn  of  mind — the  anony- 
mous author  of  The  Norman  People  and  their  existhir/  descendants  in  the 
British  Dominions  and  the  United  States  of  America  (London,  1874), 
appears  to  have  assured  ^Miss  Quincy,  an  American  lady,  that  "  this 
earldom  was  still  extant  and  miglit  be  claimed,"  a  somewhat  rash  statement 
regarding  an  extinct  territorial  dignity  of  the  days  of  King -John. 

The  facts  regarding  the  greafand  short  lived  house  of  De  Quinci,  arc 
pretty  well  known  to  those  conversant  with  our  public  records.  The 
first  of  them  who  occurs  in  England  was  Saber  do  Quinci  of  Buckby,  a 
Northamptonshire  landowner  in  1158. ^  He  disappears  in  11G2.-  Ro]3ert 
de  Quinci  his  son  appears  but  little  in  the  English  records,  probably  for 
the  reason  that  he  married  Oiabilis,  daughter  of  Xes  son  of  AVilliam,  a 
great  Scottish  heiress,  acquiring  with  her  the  lands  of  Leuchars  and 
others  in  Eifoshire,  East  Lothian,  and  elsewhere.  Ey  1192,  he  had  gone 
to  Jerusalem,  and  possibly  died  abroad.^  Saber  de  Quinci  II,  the  son  of 
Robert  and  Orabilis,  first  appears  in  1197-8,^  and  was  a  magnate  of  the 
first  rank  in  both  countries — in  Scotland  in  right  of  his  mother,  and  in 
England  in  right  of  bis  wife,  Margaret,  younger  sister  and  co -heiress^  of 
Robert,  Earl  of  Leicester,  with  whom  he  obtained  the  half  of  tliat  Honour. 
He  was 'the -first  Earl  of  Y\"inchester,  created,  some  say  in  1207,  certainly 
before  July,  1210,*^  and  died  in  the  Holy  Land  in  1219.  Of  his  three  sons, 
Reginald  the  eldest,  wdio  was  a  hostage  in  1213  for  William  the  Lyon, 
died  young,  Sir  Robert,  his  third,  of  Colum-Quinci,  made  a  great  marriage 
with  a  Welsh  princess,  Helena  widow  of  John  "le  Scot,"  earl  of  Chester 
and  Huntingdon,  nephew  of  William  the  Lyon,  and  died  before  his 
brother  Earl  Roger,  leaving  two  daughters  and  co-heiresses,  Johanna  wife 
of  Sir  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  and  Hawysia,  a  minor  in  126-1.  Earl  Saber 
had  also  two  daughters,  Lora,  wife  of  William  de  Yaloines,  lord  of  Pan- 
mure,  Chamberlain  of  Scotland,  and  Hawisa,  contracted  by  her  mother 
the  Countess  Margaret  in  1223,  to  Hugh  de  Vere,  heir  of  tlie  Earldom 
of  Oxford.'''    She  survived  him  as  Countess  of  Oxford  for  fifty  years.^ 

Roger  de  Quinci,  the  second  son  of  Earl  Saber,  and  the  last  Earl  of 
Winchester,  was  even  a  greater  man  than  his  father.  His  first  wife  (mother 
of  his  three  daughters,)  was  Helen,  eldest  of  the  three  daughters  and 
co-heiresses  of  Alan  lord  of  Galloway,^  m  whose  right  be  became  Consta-

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ble  of  Scotland,  on  her  father's  death  in  1233,  and  added  largely  to  his 
Scottish  possessions.  After  enjoying  his  earldom  for  forty-five  years,  he 
died  in  1*264,  and  in  him  the  direct  male  line  of  the  De  Quincis  unques- 
tionably ended.  Unlike  the  Lindsays,  Grahames  and  some  other  Scottish 
families,  they  put  forth  no  junior  branch. ^  Earl  Eoger  left  three 
daughters  only,  (1)  ]\Iargaret,  second  wife  of  William  de  Ferrars,  Earl  of 
Derby,  (2)  Elena,  wife  of  Alan  la  Zouche,  Baron  of  Ashby,  and  (3)  Elizabeth, 
wife  of  Alexander  Comyn,  Earl  of  Buchan,  who  in  her  right,  though  the 
youngest  daughter,  became  Constable  of  Scotland  in  succession  to  his 
father-in-law. 

The  entire  De  Quinci  estates,  both  in  England  and  Scotland,  were 
divided  between  these  three  ladies,  as  many  inquisitions  on  record  show 
beyond  a  doubt.  Their  descendants  lost  all  their  Scottish  possessions 
during  the  wars  of  independence,  having  taken  the  side  of  their  kinsman 
Balliol,  against  Robert  Bruce. 

The  Lords  de  Ferrars,  of  Groby,  retained  many  of  the  Leicester  posses- 
sions of  their  De  Quinci  ancestors,  now  divided  and  held  by  their 
descendants  the  Lords  Grey  of  Groby,  the  Earls  Ferrars  of  Chartley, 
and  the  Marquises  of  Townshend.'^  Nor  are  the  La  Zouches  unrepresented 
in  the  English  Peerage.  The  assertion  of  Banks,  that  Saber  earl  of 
Winchester,  had  numerous  younger  sons,"  who  quietly  subsided  into 
honest  yeomen,  *'  still  retaining  their  arms,"  &c.  (a  very  likely  thing  in 
the  thirteenth  century  ! ),  is  disposed  of  by  the  circumstance  that  he 
had  only  one,  Sir  Robert  de  Quinci  of  Colum-Quinci,  before  named,  one 
of  whose  co-heiresses  is  probably  represented  by  the  premier  Viscount  of 
England,  the  descendant  of  the  Bohuns. 

All  the  references  to  records  in  this  paper  will  be  found  in  volumes 
i,  ii,  and  iii  of  the  Calendar  of  Documents  relating  to  Scotland,  edited  by 
myself,  for  the  General  Register  E[ouse  series,  under  direction  of  the 
Deputy  Clerk  Register  of  Scotland.  These  contain  the  chief  facts 
regarding  the  four  [not  nine  or  ten]  generations  of  the  old  De  Quincis, 
from  1158  to  12G-4.  They  have  been  noted  independently  of  Dwjdale's 
Baronage,  though  in  all  essential  points  the  result  is  the  same.  If  any 
one  can  prove  that  male  descendants  still  exist,  the  information  will  be 
acceptable  to  those  interested  in  historical  genealogy.  But  till  then, 
people  who  prefer  fact  to  fiction  are  not  disposed  to  allow  loose  assertions 
founded  on  fancied  resemblances,  hearsay  reports,  and  the  like,  of  descent 
from  and  representation  of  long  extinct  surnames,  to  be  gravely  stated  in 
the  pages  of  well  known  publications,  without  challenge.  Thomas  do 
Quincey  was  too  remarkable  a  man  to  need  any  fictitious  halo  around 
his  name  as  the  descendant  of  a  r^Iagna  Charta  baron,  to  whicli  he 
appears  not  to  have  had  a  vestige  of  cLaim,  if  records  may  be  trusted. 

The  American  Quincys  must  also  discard  the  dream  of  descent  from  the 
much  coveted  Earl  Saher,  and  with  it  the  peculiar  and  very  distinctive

anuorial  insignia  oi  the  extinct  earldom,  •which  arc  the  rightful  property 
ofliis  representatives  in  the  female  line,  and  of  them  alone.  They  have 
a  very  respectable  list  of  ancestors,  beginning  witli  the  father  of  the 
first  emigrant  of  1G33,  and  may  well  rest  content  with  it.  As  there  are 
no  parish  records  carHer  than  the  time  of  Thomas  Cromwell,  in  1538,  it 
is  impossible  to  trace  any  surname  not  a  land  owning  one,  earlier  than 
that  year — if  even  so  early. 

In  such  absolute  barrenness  of  material,  the  man  who  attempts  to 
jstablish  a  connection  between  the  obscure  inhabitants  of  a  Northampton- 
shire parish,  living  in  the  last  half  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  a 
nagnate  who  died  in  1219,  thus  bridging  over  a  period  of  nearly  400 
years,  may  rest  assured  that  his  labour  will  be  in  vain.

The  following  abstracts  of  ancient  charters  and  deeds,  ranging 
over  a  period  of  some  four  hundred  years,  and  which  all  relate  to 
the  manor  and  lands  of  Biddleston,  will  it  is  hoped  be  found  of 
much  interest,  especially  to  those  whose  labours  are  directed  to 
the  northern  counties.  These  charters  with  others  relating  to 
Newton,  Shilmore  in  the  parish  of  Ahvinton,  and  Prenderlath, 
CO.  Roxburgh,  which  are  to  follow,  belong  to  Walter  Charles 
Selby,  Esq.,  of  Biddleston  in  Northumberland.

WILLIAM  S^illTH  ELLIS,  ESQ. 

By  the  death  of  ihh  gentleman  at  Kilburn  on  22nd  March,  one  who 
gave  a  life-long  devotion  to  Heraldry  and  (xenealogy,  has  passed  away 
after  a  lingering  ilhic.-.s  at  the  age  of  72.  His  name  will  be  familiar  not 
only  to  the  readers  of  «  The  Genealogist,"  but  also  to  those  of  its  pre- 
decessors The  Herald  and  Genealogist,"  and  "  The  Topographer  and 
Genealogist."  In  the  thirty-seventh  volume  of  the  "  Sussex  Archa3ological 
Collections,"  just  issued,  are  three  articles  from  his  pen,  which  he  was 
looking  forward  to  seeing  in  print  before  he  died. 

He  was  the  elder  son  of  William  Ellis,  Esq.,  of  Howard  Lodge,  Hurst- 
pierpoint,  Sussex,  whore  he  was  born  23  :\ray  1817.  A  love  of  law  and 
logic  led  him  to  adopt  the  legal  profession— the  higher  branch— and  he 
was  called  to  the  bar  of  the  Middle  Temple  -1  IMay  1841,  but  from  ill- 
health  never  practised.  His  first  appearance  in  print  was  as  author  of 
*'  A  History  of  Hurstpierpoint,  by  a  native,  a  minor,  begun  and  completed 
in  the  interval  of  a  colle-iate  vacation,"  1837.  This  little  book  contains 
a  good  deal  of  matter  in  its  74  closely  printed  pages. ^  He  seems  to  have 
inherited  his  tastes  from  his  uncle,  :Mr.  John  Ellis,  who  left  him  the  same 
year  a  small  but  valuable  collection  of  topographical  and  heraldic  books, 
about  500  in  number.  ]]esides  a  good  many  articles  in  the  volumes  of 
the  "Sussex  Arclia:ological  Collections"  and  one  in  the  "  Archa?ologia 
Cantiana,"  he  wrote  and  published  in  1R53  "A  Plea  for  the  Anti- 
quity of  Heraldry  "  (8vo.,  pp.  23),  followed  in  1869  by  an  8vo.  volume, 
entitled  The  Antiquities  of  Heraldry."  Mr.  Ellis'  main  object  in  this 
work  was  to  demonstrate  the  greater  antiquity  of  Heraldry  thon  armorial 
seals  gave  evidence  of,  by  showing  that  in  the  thirteenth  century  those, 
though  bearing  dilferent  surnames  and  of  forgotten  relationship,  who 
bore  the  same  charges  derived  them  from  a  common  ancestor  rather  than 
borrowed  them  from  one  another.  It  will  be  generally  admitted  he 
made  out  a  very  good  case.  He  took  very  little  interest  in  Modern 
Heraldry,"  i.e.,  of  a  date  subsequent  to  tlie  foundation  of  the  College, 
and  if  he  could  not  prove  his  right  to  a  Coat  in  a  Roll  of  x\rms  of  the 

Hn  tlie  eleveiilh  vol.  of  "Sussex  .\rcli.Tolo2;ioal  Collootions"  is  an  illustratevl  article 
by  him  on  *'  Hursti-ierpoint,  its  Lords  an.l  Families."

\mtmg  and  bniiLiDu' td-etluT  matter  fro^n  printed  and  other  sources  about  *' Th« 
Parks  and  Foresls  ol  Sussex,"  uhich  he  printed  in  an  Svo.  volume. 
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days  of  chivalry,  he  would  have  nonc.^  A  great  object  in  all  his 
researches  was  a  personal  one, — to  connect  his  family  with  the  Ellises  of 
Stoneacro  in  Kent,  after  finding  that  a  younger  son  lived  in  the  village  of 
Marden  from  which  a  generation  later  his  own  first  known  ancestor 
came.  This  fact  was  enough  to  lead  any  genealogist  on,  but  his 
diligence  was  never  rewarded  by  the  discovery  of  the  proof  he  required 
to  satisfy  himself  on  the  point,  or  indeed  of  a  single  new  fact  whatever  ! 
Determining  to  make  general  collections  of  the  rather  common  name  he 
bore,  led  him  to  commence  in  1857  the  v/ork  he  printed  in  numbers 
called  "I^otices  of  the  Ellises,"  which,  except  the  first  part"  and  the 
third  and  fourth  Supplements,  he  sent  gratuitously  to  all  of  the  name  to 
be  found  in  the  "  Court  Lists  "  of  the  Directories.  Few  of  the  recipients 
preserved  these  or  even  thanked  him,  so  complete  sets  are  very  rare.  The 
four  parts  and  four  supplements  together  make  a  thick  8vo.  volume  of 
640  pages.  This  work  was  the  means  of  introducing  the  writer  to  hin, 
in  18G2  and  he  was  able  to  assist  him  a  good  deal  ^^^^MSjjSjtt^ 
materials.  "^W^^^^^^ 

One  other  matter  may  be  mentioned  as  it  may  interest  the  readers  of 
**The  Genealogist." — Mr.  Ellis'  great  grandmother  bearing  the  exalted 
name  of  Hoicard  led  him  to  investigate  her  descent,  but  a  quartered  coat 
this  family  possessed  an  old  drawing  of,  was  that  of  Horde.  This  puzzled 
him  not  a  little,  but  he  was  able  at  last  to  show  that  this  indicated  more 
correctly  her  origin,  and  confirmed  the  faith  he  had  in  Heraldry  when 
honest  and  honourable. ^ 

Before  the  era  of  railways,  and  afterwards,  Mr.  Ellis  made  long 
sojourns  on  the  continent,  patronising  water  cure  establishments,  then 
for  a  good  many  years  still  continuing  out  of  health,  he  lived  a  very 
quiet  retired  life  in  one  of  those  small  picturesque  old  half-timber  houses 
in  Surrey,  with  which  i\Ir.  Ralph  Nevill's  book  has  made  us  familiar. 
This  was  three  miles  from  a  railway  station,  on  a  small  well  timbered 
property  he  inherited  called  '*Hyde  farm,"  which  he  altered  to  *'  Hyde 
croft,"  and  by  that  name  it  appears  in  the  Ordnance  Survey.  Here 
he  used  to  digest  the  notes  he  made  in  his  frequent  visits  to  Erit.  Mus. 
and  Kecord  Office  and  latterly  the  AVills  Office  as  well.  I  have  often 
spent  from  Saturday  to  Monday  with  him  bringing  from  town  special 
'pahulum  animi  for  him.^ 

His  manuscript  collections  of  Sussex  pedigrees  are  valuable,  and 
iuclude  a  copy  of  the  Visitation  of  the  county  in  1662,  which  he  has 
left  to  his  friend  Capt.  Attree,  E.E.,  his  books  referring  to  Kent  to  Mr.

It  is  not  the  happy  lot  of  many  compilers  of  their  own  family 
genealogy  to  reach  the  goal  they  have  in  view  at  starting,  namely,  to 
see  the  result  of  their  labours  in  print,  and  very  few  indeed  who 
recognise  that  a  proved  or  proveable  pedigree  alone  is  worth  having. 
It  is  therefore  a  matter  of  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  find  that  there 
is,  in  this  very  handsome  volume,  every  reason  to  believe  that  all  the 
pedigrees  given,  are,  as  far  as  possible,  perfectly  accurate.  In 
addition  to  these  pedigrees,  which  consist  of  five  folded  charts  and 
about  thirty  others,  all  relating  to  this  family,  there  are  several 
original  wills  given  in  extenso,  besides  many  odds  and  ends,  such  as 
extracts  from  diaries.  Of  these  last,  the  extracts  from  Jasper 
Mauduit's  "  Sacrimental  ileficxions,"  and  Thomas  Phillibrown's 
Journal  Book,"  are  particularly  interesting.  The  contrast  be- 
tween the  two  diarists,  who,  by  the  way  were  uncle  and  nephew 
respectively,  is  very  striking.  The  former  is  quaintly  pious  on 
all  occasions,  whether  of  joy  or  sorrow,  but  chiefly  the  latter, 
which  include  numerous  falls  from  his  horse ;  while  his  nephew  who 
thoroughly  apx:)rcciates  the  good  things  of  this  life,  and  rarely  omits 
to  record  his  vicnuiov  the  day,  gives  us  a  reaKstic  insight  of  the  ways 
of  the  world  in  the  eighteenth  century.  Some  small  portion  of  this 
volume  has  already  been  printed,  such  as  the  pedigree  of  the  Family 
of  Chauncy,  and  part  of  the  xVuthor's  immediate  pedigree,  which 
appeared  some  years  ago  in  the  pages  of  this  magazine.  The  letter- 
press also  includes  an  account  of  the  portraits,  and  of  these  we  have 
about  forty,  very  beautifully  produced,  and  adding  considerably 
to  the  interest  and  value  of  the  book.  The  likeness  of  some  of  the 
living  Ames'  to  the  portrait  of  "An  Ancestral  Ames"  an*^  162-2,  is 
very  remarkable,  and  is  a  good  instance  of  a  family  resemblance 
being  retained  in  the  male  lino. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  sincere  pleasure  that  wo  offer  our  congratula- 
tions and  thanks  to  Mr.  Ames  for  giving  to  genealogists  the  result  of 
his  twenty  years  research,  which  is  in  all  respects  what  it  should  be, 
and  trust  tliat  at  a  future  date  he  will  add  another  volume,  which  will 
include  an  index  to  an  otherwise  perfect  work.

Witli  the  issue  of  this  volume,  the  Lcwisham  Antiquarian  Society 
completes  its  third  publication,  and  the  title  alone  sulUcos  to  proclaim 
its  importanco  to  the  goueulogist,    Calendars  of  wills  are,  it  is  need- 
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less  to  say,  always  welcome,  and  form  the  backbone  of  all  genealogical 
collections,  if  properly  indexed  and  well  arranged.  This  calendar, 
which  leaves  nothing  to  wish  for  either  in  its  arrangement  or  index, 
comprises  a  list  of  testators  wlio  are  not  all  prima  facie  Kentish  people, 
but  who  left  lands  or  had  connection  with  that  county,  so  that  we 
find  a  very  large  percentage  of  landlords  whose  chief  interest  was  in 
London  and  elsewhere.  The  immense  amount  of  labour  and  time 
which  this  volume  represents  may  possibly  prevent  many  from  under- 
taking a  similar  work,  but  should  any  wish  to  do  so  they  could  not 
have  a  better  pattern  to  work  from.  With  assistance  fromlMr.  J.  C.  C. 
Smith,  the  editor  of  this  calendar  has  in  a  very  large  degree  benefited 
the  topographer  and  genealogist,  and  the  work  thi'oughout  is  a  bright 
example  of  industry  and  ^^c^'i'^cverance.  So  long  as  an  apathetic 
Government  neglects  to  print  the  calendars  of  wills  deposited  in  the 
various  Probate  Eegistries,  we  must  look  to  such  painstaking  men  as 
Mr.  Duncan  to  supj)ly  us  with  the  bread  of  genealogical  life. 

MEiioiR  OF  TUE  Families  of  M'Comlie  axd  Tkoms,  originally 
M'lxTOSii  .iND  M'TiiOM-vs.  By  AVilliaai  M'Cq.mbie  Smith.  New 
Edition.  Edinburgh  and  London.  (William  Blackwood  and  Sons.) 
8vo. 

The  first  edition  of  this  Memoir,  it  may  be  remembered,  appeared 
in  1887,  but  since  that  date  certain  facts  came  to  light  which  showed 
that  the  M'Combies  of  Aberdccnsliire  were  not  the  only  descendants 
in  the  male  line  of  John  M'Comie  Mor  of  Forter,  thus  rendering  it 
advisable  to  issue  a  new  edition,  the  object  being  to  record  whatever 
history  and  tradition  has  handed  down  concerning  the  families  of 
M'Combie  and  Thorns,  branches  of  the  clan  M'Intosh.  xit  first  sight 
it  appears  curious  that  the  surnames  of  these  two  families  should  have 
a  common  origin,  but  this  difficulty  is  explained  in  the  following 
manner.  So  long  ago  as  the  fourteenth  century  a  branch  of  the 
clan  M'Intosh  took  its  place  in  the  roll  of  "  broken  men  "  as  the  clan 
M'Thomas,  from  which  name  by  a  process  of  corruption  we  have 
M'Thomie,  M'Homie,  M'Omie,  and  M'Combie-  The  most  prominent 
figure  in  the  hi.^tory  of  this  family  was  John  M'Comie  Mor,  of  Forter, 
styled  tliG  M'Comie  Mor,  whose  sagacity  and  great  physical  strength 
made  him  the  hero  of  many  anecdotes,  all  redounding  to  his  credit. 
This  chieftain  was  the  father  of  seven  sons,  John  and  Robert  slain  in 
a  feud  by  the  Far(piharsons  ;  James  and  Thomas,  who  died  without 
issue ;  Alexander,  of  whom  nothing  is  at  present  known  ;  Angus,  from 
whom  descends  tlie  family  of  Thorns ;  and  Donald,  the  forefather  of 
the  M'Combies.  It  is  presumed  by  the  author  that  these  two  families 
are  the  only  male  representatives  of  John  ^M'Comie  Mor,  although  it  is 
possible,  but  not  probable,  thai  Alexander  M'Comie  may  also  have 
had  male  descendants,  and  should  this  be  the  case  wc  hope  ^Ir.  Smith 
•will  again  take  up  his  pen  and  make  an  addition  to  this  intorc:sting 
memoir.  Of  the  genealogical  portion  of  this  volimio  there  is  not 
much  to  bo  said,  as  the  autiior  has  not  given  sufficient  information  to 
produce  much  more  than  a  skeleton  pedigree,  but  that  the  descent  from 
M'Litosli  of  IM'Intosh  was  in  each  case  proved  to  tlie  satisfaction  of  the 
lato  Lyon,  Mr.  George  Burnett,      showu  by  tho  arms  which  ho 
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granted  in  1881  to  Mr.  Patrick  Hunter  Thorns,  of  Aberlemno,  viz., 

a  Lion  rampant  Gu:  armed  and  languedAz:  dthnuscd  of  a  Chevron 
Sa  :  and  for  tlie  Crest  a  Benii-unicorn  Erm :  armed  crined  and  unguled 
Or,  supporting  a  SJiicId  alsj  Or,  and  in  an  Escrol  over  the  same  this 
motto,  ''Yirtutis  Pra^mium."  Two  years  later  the  following  were 
gi-anted  to  Mr.  M'Combie,  of  Easterskene : — Or,  a  Lion  rampant  Gu: 
armed  and  langiied  Az  :  a  chief  of  tlie  second,  and  for  the  Crest  a  icild  Cat 
sejant  ppr.,  and  in  an  Escrol  over  the  same  this  motto,  Touch  not  the 
Cat  but  with  a  Glove." 

From  beginning  to  end  we  have  found  this  volume  full  of  interest, 
and  the  author  has  done  well  to  avoid  the  temptation  of  being  fulsome, 
a  trap  easily  fallen  into  by  one  who,  like  Mr.  Smith,  has  his  subject  so 
much  at  heart. 

Visitations  of  English  Cltjniac  Eoundatioxs.  By  Sir  G.  E. 
.DucKETT,  Bart.  London.  (Kegan,  Paul,  Trench,  Triibner,  and 
Co.)  8vo. 

In  this  small  volume  we  have  a  translation  from  original  records  in 
the  National  Library  of  France,  of  ^Memoranda  made  by  the  visitors 
to  the  English  and  Scotch  Cluniac  Houses  at  the  end  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  HI.  and  commencement  of  that  of  Edward  I.,  etc.  These 
visitations  give  most  interesting  details  of  the  manner  in  which 
abbatial  visitations  were  carried  out,  and  throw  considerable  light  on 
the  system  of  inspection  in  vogue  at  that  early  date.    The  number  of 
houses  of  the  Order  of  Cluni,  visited  and  reported  upon,  is  given  as 
no  less  than  thirty  five,  and  it  is  somewhat  startling  to  find  that 
several  of  them  were  heavily  involved  in  debt;  one  in  particular,  that 
of  Wenlock  in  London,  is  described  in  the  first  visitation  as  being 
loaded  with  debt.    Upon  the  whole  the  later  reports  are  less  favour- 
able than  the  earlier,  whether  due  to  deterioration,  or  to  more 
stringent  enquiry,  it  is   difficult  to   decide.     The  most  common 
irregularity  reported  appears  to  have  been  neglect  in  observing 
silence  at  the  appointed  hours,  and  for  this  disregard  of  the  rules 
but  few  of  the  houses  escaped  censure.     Other  irregularities  men- 
tioned show  a  tendency  to  slovenliness  on  the  part  of  the  brethren, 
such  as  walking  abroad  without  sandals,  or  riding  without  le^-gings 
and  a  crupper  (postclla)  to  the  saddle.    One  Prior,  that  of  Farley, 
is  reported  as  incorrigibly  bad.    He  openly  admitted  immorahty 
in  his  conduct,  that  lie  made  fraudulent  sales  of  monastic  property, 
and  flatly  refused  to  attend  tlie  meetings  of  the  councils  general.  Yet 
in  spito  of  these  inic[uities  on  the  part  of  the  Prior,  Farley  was 
one  of  the  few  houses  without  debt  of  any  kind.    The  reports  are 
full  of  other  such  like  interesting  details,  and  we  strongly  advise 
students  of  early  Eiiglisli  or  Ecclesiastical  History  to  read  carefully, 
this  really  important  addition  to  that  class  of  literatui'c.

Wo  are  indebted  to  the  Pector  of  Abington  Pigotts  for  adding 
another  to  the  li^t  of  printed  pari&h  registers,  and  for  an  introductiou 
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to  tliG  volumo  gmng  a  clear  account  of  their  present  slate.  The 
importance  of  publishing  the  registers  of  our  smaller  countr/  parishes 
cannot  bo  over-rated,  for  in  them  are  often  found  those  missing  links 
in  the  genealogies  of  gentle  families  which  have  been  sought  for  in 
vain  in  the  larger  registers  of  towns.  Though  commencing  only  so 
late  as  1653  this  register  contains  entries  of  much  interest  relating  to 
the  families  of  Pigott,  Lynnc,  Chester,  Coles,  etc.  The  editor  has 
acted  ^Yisely  in  giving  a  verbatim  and  literatim  copy  of  his  boohs,  and 
rightty  observes  in  his  preface  that  "  a  strict  adherence  to  the  original 
appears  the  only  correct  way  to  print  a  work  of  this  kind.*" 

A  register  of  Briefs,  a  table  of  the  succession  of  Eectors, 
accompanied  by  valuable  notes  and  biograpliical  particulars,  copies  of 
the  ^Monumental  Inscriptions  remaining  in  the  chancel,  and  carefully 
compiled  indexes,  both  of  names  and  places,  form  a  fit  conclusion  to 
the  book.  Among  the  names  of  Sectors  we  notice  John  Pigott  in 
1473,  who  might  be  pleased,  could  he  know,  that  more  than  400  years 
after  his  time  the  representative  of  his  famil}',  and  his  remote  suc- 
cessor in  the  living  was  doing  so  good  a  work  for  the  parish;  and  Edward 
Lynne,  B.D.,  1633,  the  widow  of  whose  eldest  brother,  Wilham  Lynne, 
was  mother  of  Oliver  Cromwell.  The  next  in  succession,  Isaac  King, 
was  one  of  the  ministers  ejected  by  the  A.ct  for  Uniformity.  Thomas 
Hewerdine,  Pector  1723,  was  the  author  of  a  sermon  entitled  *' The 
Common  Prayer  Book,  no  English  Mass  Book,"  and  some  tracts  in 
defence  of  infant  baptism.  Andrew  Pern,  B.D.,  Fellow  of  Peterhouse, 
was  the  next  Pector,  as  was  also  his  son  of  the  same  name.  It  should 
also  be  mentioned  that  in  1447,  "WiUiam,  Bishop  of  Dunkeld, 
Suffragan  of  the  l^ishop  of  Ely,  became  Pector  of  this  church. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  monumental  inscriptions  in  the  nave 
and  in  the  churchyard,  and  the  blazon  of  the  arms  on  the  hatch- 
ments remaining  in  the  chancel,  have  not  been  given.  AVith  this 
slight  exception  to  the  completeness  of  his  book,  we  must  yield  it 
unqualified  praise,  as  an  example  of  how  a  parish  register  ought  to  bo 
edited,  and  we  trust  that  the  good  example  set  by  the  Pector  of 
Abington  Pigotts  will  bo  fallowed  ere  long  by  many  other  clergy  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ely. 

Eecdrds  of  Yaelixgtox.    By  T.  E.  Eogers,  M.A.    London.  (Elliot 
Stock.)  4to. 

In  spite  of  a  sweeping  criticism  delivered  by  the  Saturday  He  view 
to  the  effect  that  a  conscientiously  compiled  parochial  history  is  the 
duUest  reading,  and  which  observation  is  particularly  quoted  in  the 
preface  to  tlie  IlccGrds  of  Yarliuf/ton,  ^[v.  Eogers  has  considered  it 
worth  his  while  to  "  conscientiously  compile  "  the  history  of  his  village. 
To  those  light  readers  who  are  content  with  passing  literature,  the 
above  criticism  may  bo  of  use,  but  to  all  who  wish  to  see  records,  of 
whatever  degree  of  importance,  preserved  for  the  use  of  posterity  will 
find  in  this  little  l)ook  much  to  interest  them.  As  tlie  manor  of 
YarlingtoD,  in  days  gone  by,  was  held  by  Eobert,  ICarl  of  Morton, 
half  brother  to  the  Conqueror;  later  on  by  the  .Moutacutes.  who  held 
it  for  nearly  450  years;  tlicn  tlie  Poles,  and  other  families  of  import- 
ance, the  author  has  liad  a  good  crround  work  on  wliich  to  build  a 
Comj)leto  history  of  hia  parish.    TJiat  ho  has  succeeded  in  making 
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tlio  most  of  his  oj^portimities  is  evident,  and  the  result  is  such  as 
sliould  call  fortli  the  tlianhs  of  those  especially  interested  in  the 
Ixecords  of  Somersetshire.  "\Ve  Tvoiikl  point  out,  however,  that  there 
is  no  intimation  that  the  Sepulchralia  "  are  complete,  being  about 
five  and  twenty  in  number,  and  that  the  apology  for  an  index  is  of 
very  little  use. 

The  Kixgs  of  Cahkick.  A  Historical  Bo^rAJs'CE  of  the  Kexxedys  of 
Ayrshire.  By  Willia^-i  Eobertson.  Second  Edition.  London. 
(Hamilton  Adams  and  Co.)  8vo. 

As  an  explanation  for  the  issue  of  another  edition  of  this  novel, 
Mr.  Eobertson  remarks  in  his  preface  that  "The  Kings  of  Carrick"  is 
best  described  as  a  revised  edition  of  "The  Kennedys,"  which  found 
such  favour  with  the  public  of  tlie  west  country  that  a  second  edition 
lias  been  rendered  necessary.  In  the  face  of  this,  it  is  hardly  right  to 
find  fault  with  a  book  that  has  been  accorded  so  much  favour  as  to 
necessitate  a  new  edition,  and  we  trust  tliat  the  admirers  of  "The 
Kennedys  "  will  derive  much  satisfaction  from  the  perusal  of  "  The 
Kings  of  Carrick."  The  feuds  in  wliich  Scottish  families  were  so 
often  involved  liave  contributed  in  a  large  degree  to  the  histor}^  of 
tliat  nation,  vhichis  possibly  the  author's  excuse  for  calling  this  a 
historical  romance.  "The  Kings  of  Carrick "  is  an  account  of  the 
long  sustained  feud  between  the  Cassilis  Kennedys  and  the  Kennedys 
of  Bargany,  and  the  story  consists  of  a  series  of  atrocities  culminating 
in  a  cold  blooded  and  treacherous  murder,  for  which  the  perpetrators 
are  brought  to  justice,  and  the  story  concludes,  to  the  relief  of  the 
reader,  with  their  well  deserved  punishment.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  introduce  the  local  dialect,  and  the  characters,  although  living 
in  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  speak  in  the  language  of 
to-day.  Mr.  Eobertson,  however,  has  depicted  the  beautiful  scenery 
of  Ayrshire  with  a  vivid  and  s}-mpathetic  touch,  and  but  for  this 
redeeming  point  the  narrative  throughout  is  weak  and  depressing. 


The  Family  of  Lincoln. — Mr.  E.  E.  G.  IsLirk,  in  his  last  paper  on 
the  above  subject,  goes  out  of  his  way  to  denounce  as  "  a  most 
unfortunato  remark  "  my  criticism  of  a  certain  charter  of  Henry  I., 
of  which  the  text  is  known  to  us  only  from  a  late  Inspc.n'mus. 
( (untuhxjist  iv.,  N.S.  138).  M ay  1  be  all'jwed  to  point  out  that  what  I  did 
in  the  matter  was  to  prove  by  trustworthy  and  cumulative  evidence, 
that  the  text  of  the  charter  in  (piestion  was  clearly  laitrustworthv,  a 
t  ircunjbtance  which  1  explained  by  the  fact  that  it  was  only  preserved 
in  "  a  mvYO  J)isp('xiniHs,^'  Mr.  Ivirk  is  very  wrath  (\t  lui  Jusj^rximus 
being  thus  dismissed,  but  as  the  charter  is  ct^rtainly  corrupt,  tho 
Jm^KximuMj  however  distastefid  tlio  fact  to  him,  is  certainly  worthless. 
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If  ho  is  under  the  impression  tliat  every  charter  produced  for  confii-- 
mation  by  the  most  skilful  forgers  of  mediaeval  times  was  i2)so  facto 
genuine,  he  must  really  excuse  me  for  saying  that  he  has  yet  much  to 
learn. 

As  to  the  remarks  on  my  disbelief  in  the  creation  by  Henry  I.  of  an 
Earldom  of  Carlisle  (p.  130),  Mr.  Kirk  is  compelled  to  admit  that 
*'  Henry  I.  never  called  Carlisle  an  earldom,"  and  that  "we  are  not, 
therefore,  authorised  to  call  '  the  power  of  Carlisle  '  an  earldom," 
which  is  precisely  my  contention. 

While  on  this  subject,  I  feel  bound  to  enter  a  caveat ' ag^iiJisi  the 
acceptance  of  Mr.  Kirk's  solution  of  the  Countess  Lucy  problem.  So 
far  from  proving  anything,  he  has  only  added  (as  his  own  expressions, 
when  examined,  show)  one  more  hypothesis  to  those  already  in 
existence,  while  his  guesses  involve,  it  will  be  found,  grave  chronologi- 
cal difficulties,  not  to  say  improbabilities.

Wilts.),  Esquire,  put  himself  a^^prentice  to  "Euseb  :  Brook,  Mercatori, 
et  Thorn®  "  (?  Thomasine)  his  wife,

Penny  Family. — The  Pennys  of  Toller  Welme,  co.  Dorset  and  East 
Coker,  co.  Somerset,  in  their  wills,  spelt  their  names  indifferently,  Pene, 
Penne,  Peny,  and  Pennye,  so  there  is  no  doubt  that  Penne  was  pro- 
nounced Penne.  The  pedigree  in  IlutcJiins  is  by  no  means  complete. 
Two  earlier  generations  are  given  in  Harl :  MSS.  1067,  fol.  16'',  viz. 
Thomas  Pennye  of  Coker,  who  is  there  said  to  have  married  .  . ,  d.  and 
coheir  of  . .  Crothurne  of  Devonshire  ;  and  Giles  his  son  who,  it  is  stated, 
married  . . ,  dau.  of  Tho^  Newton  of  Somersetshire.  The  Christian 
name  of  Giles  Pennye's  wife  can  be  suppHed  from  his  will,  proved 
P.C.C.  10  Oct.,  1500,  (48  Mellerche)  in  which  Anne  his  wife,  and  Giles 
his  son  were  made  executors,  and  Sir  Hugh  Powlett,  Knt.  overseer. 
In  ^Ir  Weaver's  )'isitafions  of  Somerset  for  1531  and  1573  Jlaudo  dau. 
of  Tliomas  Newton  of  Harptree  is  said  to  have  married  .  .  Pennyo 
of  East  Coker,  the  Christian  name  having  probably  been  wrongly 
inserted.  Anno  Pennye's  will  proved  24  Oct.  1566,  is  also  in  P.C.C. 
(27  Crymcs).  Her  son  Giles  was  her  executor,  and  tliere  is  mention  of 
lier  son-in-law  John  Huntle,  and  of  a  certain  Jtdm  Debney.  In  the 
Huntley  pedigree  (Visitation  of  Dorset  1565,  Genealogist  N.S.,  Vol. 
Ill,  p.  92)  it  is  stated  that  Jolin  Huntley  of  Milliovno  St.  Andrew, 
married  Edith,  daughter  of  Giles  Penny  of  Coker,  gent.    According  to 
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Burke^s  Landed  Gentry  (edition  1850  under  Daubeney)  Joan  dau. 
of  Giles  Penney  of  East  Colvcr  married  Hugh  Daubeney,  who  died 
1565  ;  and  Alice  Penney  of  East  Coker  married  his  half-brother  John 
Daubeney.  This  John  is  probably  identical  with  the  John  Debney 
mentioned  in  xlnne  Pennye's  will. 

John  Peny,  one  of  the  executors  named  in  the  will  of  Sir  Giles  Dau- 
beney, proved  4  Mar.  1445-G.  (Testamenta  Eboracensia  Vol.  II, 
p.  113  Siu'tees  Society  1855)  was  probably  of  the  Coker  family,  for  the 
Daubeney  estates  at  South  Petherton  were  not  far  from  Coker. 

A  Jolm  Penny  was  Abbot  of  Leicester,  and  Bisho23,  first  of  Bangor, 
and  afterwards  of  Carlisle.  The  Church  which  he  built  at  Leicester, 
and  in  which  he  was  buried,  is  thought  to  be  of  a  West  of  England 
type,  and  he  may  well  have  been  of  Somersetshire  origin.  He  died 
1520.  I  shall  be  glad  to  obtain  information  as  to  his  parentage  and 
to  know  where  I  can  find  his  will. 

Genealogist's "  enquiries  as  to  Sir  George  Somers  induce  me  to 
think  he  has  seen  the  Licence  for  the  marriage  of  Edward  Penney  of 
Bradford  Abbotts,  co.  Dorset,  gent.,  and  Jane  Somers  of  Proome, 
Quenton  (Canterbury  Marriage  Licences,  Faculty  Office  Harl.  Soc. 
p.  G5}.  The  will  of  Jonathan  Penney,  brother  of  this  Edward,  proved 
4  Oct.,  1045,  is  in  P.C.C.  (126  Eivers).  There  is  mention  of  his 
daughter  Abigail ;  of  Edward,  Edith  and  Jonathan,  children  of  his 
brother  Edward ;  of  his  uncle  Pobert  Penney  ;  and  of  his  brother-in- 
law  Mr.  Dennis  Bond.  This  must  be  the  Dennis  Bond  who  was 
afterwards  M.P.  for  WejTiiouth  and  one  of  Cromwell's  favourites.

SiirrsoN  OF  Udoch,  Scotlaxd. — These  arms  appear  in  several  ISISS. 
with  variations.  Argent  on  a  chief  vert  three  crescents  of  the  field  is 
that  given  in  Workman's  MS.,  and  George  Simson,  of  Udoch,  regis- 
tered this  coat  in  the  Lyon  Pegister  between  1672  and  1678.  Sir 
David  Lindsay  (1542)  gives  the  chief  as  Azure,  and  this  coat,  Mr. 
Stodart  says,  occurs  as  early  as  1508.  A  MS.  of  the  seventeenth 
century  gives  the  chief  as  Gules.  The  only  difference  in  these  ex- 
amples is  the  tincture  of  the  chief,  but  there  is  an  example  of  the  seal 
of  George  Simson  in  1561,  in  which  the  coat  is  altered  to  a  fess 
between  three  crescents.  The  Simsons  took  a  considerable  part  in 
public  affairs  for  many  years,  and  frequent  references  are  made  to 
them  in  the  Scottish  Acts  of  Parliament,  q.v.

In  this  charter,  of  which  a  facsimile  is  given,  we  have  what  is  known 
as  a  charter  of  vidimus  or  inspeximus  ;  given  by  Walter  de  Heppescotes 
Abbot  of  Alnwick,  Clement  Trior  of  Tynemouth  and  Henry  de  Percy, 
Earl  of -Northumberland,  at  AVarkworth,  23  April,  1380.  It  embodies 
a  deed  of  feoffment,  executed  by  Roger  de  Widerington  3  April,  1372, 
shortly  before  his  death  which  occurred  46  Ed.  III.  A  deed  of 
feoffment  of  this  nature  gives  an  example  of  how  a  will  could  be 
published  in  spite  of  the  law  passed  by  the  Normans  to  prevent  land 
being  bequeathed  by  testament.  Before  the  Conquest,  the  Saxons 
had  the  power  of  disposing  of  their  lands  by  will,  but  tliis  power  was 
annulled  by  the  Normans  as  being  opposed  to  the  principles  of  tlie 
feudal  system,  and  was  not  restored  until  the  passing  of  the  Statute  of 
Wills,  32  lien.  VIII.  Tlie  ecclesiastics,  however,  contrived  to  evade 
this  restriction  through  the  medium  of  a  trusty  and  of  this  contrivance 
tlio  deed  before  us  fiu-nislics  an  excellent  example.  In  this  case 
wo  have  ^Mr.  Thomas  Surtoys,  ISIr.  Donald  Hesilrigg,  Will'"  do 
Hesilrigg,  and  Eamon  do  Hesilrigg  named  as  trustees,  and  to  thorn 
and  their  lieirs  Eogor  do  Widerington  conveyed  his  manorial  rights  of 
Widerington  and  all  his  other  lauds  in  Northumberland,  Tynedalo,

heirs.  This  trust,  which  the  ecclesiastics  of  that  period  were  careful 
to  enforce,  was  also  called  the  nsc  for  which  the  land  was  held,  and 
gave  rise  to  the  Statute  of  Uses,  27  Hen.  YIII,  the  effect  of  which 
survives  in  the  words  "to  the  use  of,"  in  a  modern  conveyance.  The 
uses  declared  by  this  deed  closely  resemble  the  ordinary  limitations 
by  which  land  is  at  the  present  time  entailed,  and  such  as  would  now 
be  found  in  a  strict  settlement  of  real  property. 

Of  the  three  seals  appended  to  this  charter  the  most  interesting, 
heraldically,  is  that  of  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland.  In  all  pro- 
bability it  was  cut  on  his  elevation  to  the  Earldom  in  1373,  but  the 
part  of  the  legend  which  would  show  this  is  unfortunately  gone  ;  all 
that  can  be  read  being  Sigillu.a[  nExiiici  de  Peeci.  By  connoisseurs 
of  ancient  seals  it  may  bo  considered  as  a  specimen  of  the  highest 
workmanship  of  that  period,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  presume  that 
the  figiu'o  represented  is  intended  for  a  portrait  of  the  Earl.  The 
arms  displayed  on  his  shield  and  banner,  are  those  of  his  paternal 
ancestor  Josceline  de  Louvaine.  It  was  probably  not  until  after  his 
second  marriage  with  Maud  de  Lucy,  when  it  was  stipulated  that  her 
arms  should  bo  for  ever  borne  with  those  of  Percy,  that  he  quartered 
the  arms  of  Percy,  with  those  of  Louvaine  and  Lucy.  An  example 
of  the  treatment  of  these  quarterings  is  to  be  found  in  Boutell's 
English  Jleraldr]). 

.  The  pedigree  of  the  Wideringtons,  and  their  connection  with  the 
famihes  of  Hesilrigg  and  Heron  has  been  attempted  by  several 
genealogists,  but  not  very  successfully,  so  that  it  is  hoped  that  in 
another  number  of  this  magazine,  some  details  may  be  given,  showing 
the  kinship,  which  must  have  existed,  between  the  testator  Eoger 
de  Widerington  and  the  persons  on  whom  he  entailed  his  estates*

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The  Bakons  op  Pulford.    By  Sir  George  E.  Sitwell,  Bart.,  F.S.A. 

Only  exports  in  genealogical  research  can  estimate  the  labour 
required  for  the  production  of  such  a  work  as  this,  or  can  be  c[ualified 
to  pronounce  judgment  on  its  solutions  of  the  problems  it  deals  "with. 
The  key  to  its  contents  is  found  in  the  record  of  a  suit  of  1194  ( Coram 
Hege,  6  Eic  I),  of  which  the  author  gives  us  a  facsimile,  a  transcript, 
and  a  translation.  The  importance  of  this  record  for  his  enquiry  is  so 
great  that  ho  has  acted  judiciously  in  so  doing,  and  we  need  not 
apologise  for  scanning  closely,  before  we  proceed  further,  the  rendering 
of  a  record  of  which  every  word  is  here  of  consequence. 

Sir  Georgo  has  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  securing  Mr.  Greenstreet, 
"the  most  accurate  and  learned  of  record  agents,"  for  his  researches 
among  the  public  records,  and  it  would  therefore  be  rash  to  question 
in  the  smallest  detail,  his  work.  We  may  note,  however,  that  in  this 
document  a  certain  sjTabol  is  thrice  read  scilicet"  where  et  " 
"would  jnako  better  sense,  and  is  the  right  word  in  all  these  records. 
The  word  "  scilicet  "  does  occur  in  the  document,  but  is  written  quite 
differently  and  not  expressed  by  a  sjTubol  at  all.  Again,  we  question 
the  reading  "Et  Eicardus  dcfendit  jus  suum  et  saisinam  patris 
ipsius  Ysorei,  per"  {sic) — which  Sir  George  renders  ''Eichard 
defends  his  right  and  the  ser^^ce  of  the  father  of  the  said  Ysore,  by 
{sic) — because  it  makes  nonsense.  It  must  have  been  overlooked  that 
the  service  of  Ysore's  father  was  precisely  what  Eichard  desired.  We 
should  ourselves  read  "Ysore,"  not  "  Ysorei,"  and  refer  the  {2)sius  to 
Eichard.  But  in  any  case  the  x)assage  in  question  would  seem  to 
have  been  inserted  in  error  by  tho  scribe. 

Turning,  however,  to  tlie  thesis  of  the  book,  we  fmd  Sir  Georgo, 
working  upwards  and  downwards  from  this  suit  of  1194,  claims  to 
identify  the  Ilugli  lUundus  from  whom  tlio  parties  to  it  churned 
descent  witli  a  Hugh  FitzOsbern,  one  of  the  greater  barons  of  tho 
Earl  of  Chester.  Taking  tho  pedigree  of  the  former  and  his  descen- 
dants, as  set  forth  in  abov(^  suit,  he  rompares  it,  stop  bystoj\  with 
Buch  notices  as  lio  can  find  of  Hugh  FitzOsbert  and  his  descendants  j 
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and  urges  that  tlie  two  families  and  their  respective  progenitors  are 
identical.  At  first  sight  we  were  certainly  disposed  to  doubt  this  bold 
conclusion.  It  seemed  improbable  that  "Hugh  FitzOsbern  should 
"be  formally  styled  Hugh  Biundus  ;  the  generations,  ■;pace  Sir  George, 
are  rather  suspiciously  long  ;  and  the  suit  of  1194  seems  more  applic- 
able to  a  small  estate  than  to  the  fee  of  a  gi-eat  Cheshire  baron.  It 
is,  therefore,  the  more  satisfactory  to  record  that,  in  spite  of  all  these 
doubts,  we  must  confess  to  being  fairly  convinced  by  the  author's 
cogent  arguments.  It  is  impossible,  within  the  compass  of  "a  limited 
review,  to  do  justice  to  his  elaborate  researches,  but  we  have  never 
seen  a  genealogical  enquiry  conducted  with  more  unsparing  pains,  or 
more  scrupulous  regard  for  facts.  Especially  is  this  the  case  with  the 
tracing  of  the  properties  and  their  descents.  The  descent  of  Pulford 
itself,  and  of  its  overlordship,  affords,  we  think,  one  of  the  strongest 
arguments  adduced  by  the  author ;  while  the  early  pedigree  of  the 
Keresbys  and  the  Ormesbys  is  here  established  in  a  style  of  which 
any  genealogist  might  be  proud. 

One  point  we  may,  perhaps,  be  permitted  to  clear  up.  Sir  George 
is  somewhat  puzzled  by  the  entry  on  tlio  Pipe  Eoll  of  1166,  "lie 
Osberto  de  Ormesbi,  ix  solidos,  "  because  such  an  Osbert  does  not  fit 
well  into  the  pedigree  ho  gives.  He  adopts,  however,  the  hypothesis 
that  this  Osbert  was  "the  head  of  the  family,"  then  dead  ;  and  that  a 
fiue  "  had  been  kept  on  the  books,  in  his  name,  for  several  years" 
(pp.  54-55).  But,  if  he  will  look  again  at  the  Poll,  he  will  find  that 
this  Osbert  was  one  of  the  felons  convicted  under  the  Assize  of 
Clarendon  (1166) ;  and  that  nine  shillings  was  accounted  for,  by  the 
Sheriff,  as  the  sum  of  his  worldly  goods.  We  only  call  attention  to 
this  little  slip  because  it  warns  genealogists  to  be  greatly  on  their 
guard  against  misleading  coincidences  of  names,  a  peculiar  danger  at 
this  period,  and  one  to  which,  we  are  bound  to  add.  Sir  George  seems 
elsewhere  keenly  alive. 

Into  the  wider  questions  raised  by  the  author  in  the  introduction  to 
this  volume  it  would  not  be  fair  to  enter  here,  more  especially  as  we 
do  not- feel  quite  certain  as  to  the  point  of  the  author's  argument. 
His  theory  that  the  peculiar  characteristics  of  that  feudal  impcrium  in 
imperio,  the  Palatinate  of  Chester,  were  in  the  main  "survivals"  is 
interesting  aad  scientific.  But  were  they  survivals  of  pre-conquestual 
institutions,  as  his  reference  to  the  Danish  *  lawmen  '  suggests,  or,  on 
the  contrary,  of  the  feudal  innovations  introduced  by  the  Normans. 
"We  confess  that  Sir  George's  views  do  not  appear  to  us  so  "startling 
and  revolutionary"  as  to  himself.  The  fact  is  that  the  greatest  obscurity 
surrounds  tlio  quasi-palatine  jurisdictions  of  those  early  days  in 
England,  and  that  it  is  most  difiicult  to  establish  any  general  principle. 
We  hope  that  Sir  George  will  carefully  study  the  cases  of  other  border 
districts,  Durham,  Cumberland,  Siiropsliire,  Hereford,  and  even  Kent, 
to  say  nothing  of  Ireland,  before  arriving  at  a  definite  conclusion.  In 
any  case  wo  shall  await  witli  the  greatest  interest  his  promised  work 
on  "The  Normans  in  Chosliire,"  for  the  ability  lie  has  shown  in  The 
liarojis  of  Pal  ford  proves  that  he  is  a  sound  and  painstaking  scholar. 
AVell  indexed,  lieauti fully  printed,  and  handsi>mely  l)ound,  the  present 
volume  may  be  warmly  reconuncnded  to  all  students  of  the  thorny 
paths  of  Anglo-Norman  Genealogy. 
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The  Annals  of  the  Baeber-Suiigeons  of  London,  compiled  fbom 
THEIR  Eecords  AND  OTHER  SorECES.    By  Sidney  YoTing,  One  of  the 
Court  of  Assistants  of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Barbers  of  • 
London,    with  Illustrations  by  Austin  T.  Young.  London. 
(Blades,  East  and  Blades).  4to. 

As  might  have  been  expected  from  the  records  of  a  guild  such  as 
the  Barber- Surgeons,  an  exceptionally  interesting  volume  has  been 
produced.  The  most  important  part  of  the  letterpress  to  genealogists, 
is  that  devoted  to  biographical  notices  of  some  of  the  most  eminent 
members  of  the  Company.  Among  those  of  ^historic  note  are,  the 
unfortunate  Duke  of  Monmouth,  and  Lord  Burgavenny,  one  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  to  try  Mary  Queen  of  hScots.  These  notices 
contain  chart  pedigrees  of  Sir  Jolm  Aylef,  John  Pen,  barber  to  I^ng 
Henry  YIIL,  Sir  Peter  Proby,  and  Sii'  John  Lethieullier ;  also 
shorter  pedigrees  of  AVilHam  Clowes,  Sir  Nathaniel  Herne,  and 
Alderman  Arris.  A  chapter  on  heraldry  gives  the  various  grants  of 
Arms  to  the  Company,  the  first  being  in  145] .  On  the  first  leaf  of  an 
old  book  of  Ordinances  is  an  illumination  of  a  cognizance,  with  a 
statement  that  it  was  granted  to  the  Company  of  Surgeons  in  1492 
at  their  going  over  to  France  in  the  reign  ol  King  Henry  ^11.  There 
is  no  other  record  of  this  curious  cognizance,  but  a  reference  is  made 
to  it  in  a  later  grant  by  Dethick,  in  which  it  is  blazoned  thus,  "a 
spatter,  tliereon  a  rose  gides  crowned  golde."  A  beautiful  facsimile 
is  given  of  it,  in  which  apjiear  as  supporters  St.  Cosmo  and  St.  Damian, 
the  patron  saints  of  the  Barber- Surgeons.  William  Harvey, 
Clarencioux,  granted  in  1561  an  augmentation  to  the  original  coat, 
•but  as  it  was  defective  both  in  wording  and  heraldr}^  a  new  coat  was 
granted  by  Dethick  eight  years  later.  This  last  is  used  at  tlie 
■present  time,  and  was  very  beautifully  reproduced  in  chi'omo- 
photography  a  few  years  ago.  ! 

Some  very  interesting  matter  is  to  be  found  in  the  extracts  from  the 
Court  Minutes,  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  a  largo  portion  of 
them  has  been  lost,  particularly  those  previous  to  1551.  It  would 
be  unreasonable  to  expect  to  find  an  unbroken  chain  of  documents, 
•even  in  a  City  Company,  and  we  are  glad  to  know  there  are  so  many 
left,  but  that  the  Court  Minutes  between  the  years  1651  and  16S9 
should  have  been  allowed  to  disappear  witliin  the  last  forty  years, 
.is  not  only  unfortunate,  but  suggests  gross  neglect  somewhere, 
.  Among  the  illustrations,  wliich  are  particularly  good,  we  notice  a 
■print  of  the  picture  by  Holbein,  recently  exhibited  at  the  Tudor 
Exhibition  ;  also  the  portraits  of  Henry  'YIIL,  Sir  John  Aylof,  and 
Thomas  Yicary,  reproduced  separately  from  the  same  picture.  Fac- 
similes are  always  welcome,  and  we  are  glad  to  see  so  many,  especially 
that  of  the  cognizance,  and  one  of  a  diploma  to  Eobcrt  xVnson  in  1497, 
to  enable  him  to  practise  as  a  surgeon.  This  is  probably  the  earliest 
English  diploma  extant,  and  should  be  interesting  not  only  to 
Antiquaries  but  to  the  Faculty  also.

1  shows  that  the  author  would  have  done 

better  to  have  reversed  the  title  giving 
J/^       the  prominence  to  the  shapes  and  not 
^^-^  the  dates  of  the  shields.    The  chief 

source  from  which  Mr.  Grazebrook  very  proj^erly  derives  his  informa- 
tion is  the  study  of  seals,  which  offers  a  large  field  for  selection  of 
examples,  and  as  the  exact  dates  of  a  great  number  of  them  is  known, 
it  enables  the  student  to  fix  the  period  at  which  a  new  shaj^e  of  shield 
came  into  vogue.  This  date  is  the  only  one  that  can  be  fixed  a2)proxi- 
mately,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  when  an}'  shape  became 
obsolete,  except  in  a  few  cases.  Among  the  numerous  shapes  given 
in  Plate  I.,  is  one  assigned  to  the  College  of  Arms,  which  might  lead 
the  reader  to  suppose  that  it  is  the  only  one  recognised  by  that  Corpor- 
ation. We  doubt  much  if  it  is  in  fashion  with  Heralds  at  the  present 
time.  The  next  point  we  would  notice  is  under  the  heading  of  Mant- 
lings,  which  with  the  other  adjuncts  to  the  shield  in  armorial  ensigns, 
is  treated  by  the  author.  The  fii-st  Mantling  is  stated  to  bo  found 
on  a  seal  of  Palph  de  Monthermer,  Earl  of  Gloucester  and  Hertford, 
1299.  For  its  appearance  in  this  instance  and  for  its  presence  gener- 
ally, a  romantic  solution  is  offered,  which  we  believe  to  be  entirely  at 
variance  with  the  accepted  opinion  of  authorities  on  lieraldry.  *Mr. 
Grazebrook  is  under  the  impression  that  it  was  the  kerchief  of  a  fair 
lady,  a  coveted  prize  of  the  tournament,  instead  of  the  more  practical 
puggaree,  adopted  by  the  Crusaders. 

We  give  as  an  interesting  specimen  of  one  of  the  illustrations  the 
seal  of  Eichard  Dudley  of  Clapton,  exhibited  to  the  Heralds  at  their 
Visitation  of  Northamptonshire  in  1618.  The  illustrations  throughout 
are  good,  and  show  that  to  produce  a  work  of  any  practical  use,  a  verv 
,  large  number  would  be  recj^uired.  We  sincerely  hope,  therefore,  tliat 
Mr.  Grazebrook's  feeler,  if  such  an  expression  may  be  allowed,  will 
meet  with  success,  and  enable  him  to  begin  at  once  his  intended 
.  "  Corpus  Sigillorum." 

The  Pegister  Look  of  the  Parish  of  St.   Nicholas  Acoxs.

The  Parish  Pegistcr  of  St.  Nicholas  Aeons  like  all  London  Peiristers 
contains  mnny  entries  relating  to  distinguished  persons,  amongVhicli 
wo  notice  those  of  Vanbrugh,  one  being  the  baptism  of  Sir  John,  also 
of  tho  AVhites   and  Lovorsed<jes,   eminent  Virginal  makers.  To 
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Americans  the  names  of  Chevers,  and  Tufton  alias  Mason,  descend- 
ants of  Captain  Jolin  Tufton,  the  founder  of  New  Hampshire,  will  he 
of  interest.  There  are  many  names  of  Dutch  people  scattered 
tliroughout  this  Eegister  most  of  whom  were  ancestors  of  English 
families,  the  names  becoming  changed  with  time,  such  as  t'lGnt  to 
Kent,  De  Waecheter  to  Waters,  and  De  Beste  to  Best.  A  very 
curious  instance  of  the  variation  in  spelling  occurs  among  the  baptisms, 
where  there  is  a  note  of  three  children  of  John  Rothermaker  who 
had  been  previously  baptised  in  the  Dutch  church.  In  the  Dutch 
church  Kegister  the  baptisms  are  to  be  found,  but  in  each  case  the 
spelling  is  different,  being  Eademaker,  Eadermacher,  and  Eotarij. 
AVhy  the  Dutch  surname  should  have  been  Latinised  in  the  last 
instance,  is  difficult  to  say,  unless  it  was  that  John  Eothermaker 
assumed  the  name  of  his  trade,  that  of  a  wheelwright,  and  dropped 
his  own,  but  even  then  we  should  expect  to  find  an  alias.  Another 
quaint  entry  is  the  baptism  of  "  Loetias  Bush  ye  daughter  of  James 
and  Mary  his  wife."  This  entry  it  appears  by  an  affidavit  should 
have  been  entered  as  LeKinus  Bush,  a  son  of  James  and  Mary.  There 
are  several  entries  of  Dove,  Yassall,  Waters,  Babington,  Bowyer,  De 
Best,  &:c.,  all  illustrating  pedigrees  in  the  Yisitations  of  London,  and 
references  to  Dethick,  iii^chdall,  Torriano,  Bonfoy,  and  other  well- 
known  famihes. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  publication  of  Parish  Registers  is 
on  the  increase,  more  particularly  those  of  London,  and  we  offer  our 
thanks  to  ^Ir.  Brigg  for  having  added  another  to  the  list.  Great 
care  has  evidently  been  taken  to  produce  an  accurate  transcript,  and 
the  volume  is  nicely  bound,  and  well  printed.

CoTTRTENAY  AisTD  Maewood  FAMILIES. — The  following  is  the  full  text 
of  a  bill  of  complaint  which  I  discovered  some  years  back  in  one  of  the 
bundles  of  "Early  Chancery  rroceedings  "  at  the  Public  Record 
Office.  It  is  undated,  but  tlie  date  may  doubtless  be  fixed  pretty 
closely  hy  its  contents.  The  writing  seems  to  be  temp.  Henry  TL,  or 
Edward  IV. 

"To  the  right  reuerent  ffader  in  god,  and  my  graceous  lord,  the 
Bisshop  of  Lincoln  and  Chaunceller  of  Englond. — Mckely  besochcth 
your  gode,  lordt^liip  your  continuell  oratours  John  Broughton  and 
Alyce  his  wylfe,  and  Lewys  Pollard,  son  and  heir  to  Jane  Pollard, 
nowo  dede,  suster  to  the  seid  Alyce,  doughtors  and  heirez  of  one 
Elizabeth  ^quyer,  that  where  one  William  Merwode  toke  to  wylfo  tlio 
seid  Elizabeth,  and  was  possessid  as  in  her  right  of  xl.  nicsez,  i\r. 
acrez  of  lond,  cccc.  acrez  of  medowe,  c.  acrez  of  wode,  and  c.  acrez  of 
heth  and  fursoz,  w*  thappurtenancoz,  liyng  in  Exetour,  Barstaple, 
Wroughton,  Ncuport,  Crydyho,  Bramjttuii,  J)[  "1,  Xorth-

and  also  was  possessid  of  tho  eiiydencez  and  rauninientez  concernyng 
tlie  seid  mesez,  land  and  wode,  diiryng  the  lyio  of  the  seid  Elizabeth ; 
and  after  her  dissese  the  seid  William  toke  to  wyfo  one  Elizabeth, 
now  the  wyfe  of  Sir  Phillyp  Courteney,  knyght,  and  made  her  his 
executryce,  and  delyuercd  to  her  all  the  seid  euydencez  and  muny- 
mentes  to  the  behofe  of  the  lieirez  of  the  seid  Elizabeth  Squyer,  and 
dyed ;  after  whose  deth  the  seid  Sir  Phillip  toke  to  wyfe  the  seid 
Elizabeth,  the  latter  wyfe  of  the  seid  William  Merwode,  by  reson 
whereof  the  seid  euydencez  and  mun}Tnente3  ben  now  in  his  possession 
and  in  his  wylfys.  And  how  be  it  that  your  seid  suppliauntes  beyng 
ryghtwisly  seised  of  all  the  seid  mesez,  londe  and  wode,  and  in  verry 
true  possession,  have  often  tymes  required  the  seid  Sir  Phillip  and 
Elizabeth  his  wyfe  to  delyuere  to  tiieym  the  seid  euydencez  and 
muninentes  accordyng*  to  right  and  conscience,  yet  at  all  t^'mes  that  to 
do  they  haue  denyed,  and  yet  doth.  And  forasmoch  as  your  seid 
besechers  kuoweth  not  the  certente  of  the  seid  euydencez  and  muny- 
mentes,  nother  whether  they  be  in  box,  bag,  or  chest,  notlier  the 
parfyte  nombro  of  theym,  they  have  no  remedye  by  the  comen  lawe  of 
the  land.  Please  it  therfore  your  seid  gode  lordship,  the  premissez 
considered  to  graunte  a  writte  of  suh  pcna  to  be  direct  vnto  the  seid  Sir 
Phillip  and  Elizabeth  his  wyfe  commaundyng  theym  by  the  same  to 
appere  before  the  Kyng  in  his  Chauncerie  at  a  certeyn  day,  and  vnder 
a  certeyn  pa3-n  by  your  lordship  to  be  l}Tiietted,  ther  to  do  and  have  as 
your  lordship  wull  award,  and  this  for  the  love  of  god,  and  in  wey  of 
cherite."

AcTQX  OF  Gat  ACRE. — There  are,  or  were,  four  inscriptions  in  the 
chancel  of  Tasley  church,  near  Bridgnorth,  relating  to  this  family,  of 
which  I  took  copies  in  1889.    The  first,  according  to  my  note,  is — 

Clement  Acton,  Gent, 
•i    -  Died  ye  13  Feb.  [1736  ?]  aged  [54?] 

This  is  probably  Clement  Acton,  son  of  Thomas  Acton  and  Mabel 
Stonor.  There  is  some  doubt,  however,  as  to  the  year  and  age,  owing 
to  my  note  which  was  made  in  pencil,  being  now  very  faint.  Mr.  Whit- 
more,  on  p.  77,  states  that  he  died  in  172G,  and  was  aged  18  in  1687  ;  so 
he  must  have  been  born  about  1G59-60.  It  may  therefore  be  that  the 
above  IM.L  should  have  the  figures  "  1726"  and  "64,"  instead  of 
1736  and  54.  There  is  no  inscription  to  his  son  Clement  Acton, 
who,  Mr.  Whitmore  states,  was  buried  at  Tasle}^,  in  1764.  Near  the 
foregoing,  also  on  a  iloorstone,  bearing  a  coat  of  arms,  almost 
concealed  by  the  altar-step  is — 

Here  lies  the  Body  of 
Thomas  Acton,  Esq.,  of  Gatacre  Park, 
'  ,  .  ^         .  in  the  Parish  of  Claverley,  in  tliis  County, 

who  departed  this  life  October 
4th,  1731,  aged  6S.

Mabel  Sparkes  died

Mrs.  Sparkes,  though  the  fact  is  not  mentioned  on  tho  monument, 
must  be  identified  with  Mrs.  Hill.  It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Grazebrook 
is  evidently  incorrect  in  assumiug-,  on  p.  253,  that  she  was  the  eldest 
of  the  three  co-heiresses.  iSIr.  Grazebrook  mentions  only  the  first 
marriage  of  Mabel  Acton.  Altogether,  she  married  four  times  ;  and 
tradition  ascribed  to  her,  after  the  fourth  wedding,  though  probably 
untruly,  the  doggerel  lines — 

If  ever  I  do  thee  survive, 
"1"    :  Husbands  then  I  will  have  five. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Eowland  Hill  she  married  secondly  John 
^ouch  of  Milcote,  Warwickshire.  She  married  for  her  third  husband, 
as  his  second  wife,  29  July  1806,  Thomas  Haslewood,  of  East  Castle 
Street,  Bridgnorth,  attorney  and  registrar  of  the  royal  peculiar  of 
Bridgnorth.  He  died  1  Sept.  1810,  aged  82,  and  she  married  on  7th 
October,  1811,  for  her  fourth  husband  another  widower,  Joseph 
Sparkes,  Esq.,  of  Bridgnorth  whom  she  survived. 

What  relation  was  John  Zouch  to  Goodwin  Zouch  who  Mr.  Graze- 
brook, in  a  foot  note  on  page  254,  tells  us  married  Mrs.  Sparkes* 
sister,  Frances  Barrar,  in  1775  ?  Mrs.  Sparkes  in  her  last  widowhood 
resided  in  East  Castle  Street,  Bridgnorth,  and  I  have  often  heard  my 
mother  who,  in  her  girlhood  frequently  visited  her,  speak  of  t  in 
terms .  of  admiration.  Here  she  met  Mrs.  Cameron,  who  wit'  her 
sister  Mrs.  Sherwood,  penned  so  much  of  the  juvenile  literatu  of 
that  day.  Another  visitor  to  Mrs.  Sparkes  was  a  INIiss  Zouch.  Jan 
Mr.  Grazebrook  explain  why  the  obscure  village  of  Tasley  became  a 
burial  place  of  the  Acton  family,  in  preference  to  Claverlcy,  in  which 
parish  Gatacre  park  is  situated  ?  Claverlcy  is  only  some  six  or  seven 
miles  distant  fi-om  Tasley.  The  present  Tasley  Church,  built  some 
50  or  GO  years  ago,  is  an  unpretending  structure,  and  if  tradition  may 
bo  trusted  its  predecessor  was  small  and  insignificant.  It  may  be 
that  the  first  Clement  Acton,  who  appears  to  have  been  an  iron  master, 
had  some  trade  connection  with,  and  so  perhaps  at  some  time  resided 
at  Tasley  tho  principal  house  in  which  is  known  as  TasU\v  Hall. 
Though  now  a  very  thinl}-  populated  agricultural  parish,  it  was  in  tho 
last  century  a  place  of  greater  importance  owing  to  tho  mining 
carried  on  there.

It  is  due,  I  think,  to  tlie  memory  of  Colonel  Chester  that  it  should 
ho  know  n  he  long  ago  travelled  over  much  the  same  ground  as  that 
^vhich  Mr.  H.  F.  Waters  has  made  public  in  his  recent  pamphlet ; 
and  Tvhich  he  speaks  of  (p.  8),  unTrittingly,  as  though  it  had  been 
hitherto  an  untrodden  track.  As  far  back  as  18G4,  Colonel  Chester 
was  aware  of  the  connection  with  Luton;  and  on  p.  74  of  his  "Wash- 
ington notebook,  in  the  College  of  Arms,  the  Admon.  of  30,  May 
1677,  [re-]  "discovered"  by  Mr.  Waters,  in  1884  or  1885,  will  be 
foimd  duly  set  out. 

Following  the  same  chain  of  facts  as  Mr.  Waters  has  since  done, 
Colonel  Chester  likewise  went  to  the  Tring  Eegisters,  but  unfortunately 
only  by  proxy ;  and,  still  more  unfortunately,  he  rested  contented  with 
the  information  sent  to  him  by  that  proxy.  Had  Colonel  Chester  gone 
to  Tring  and  examined  the  books  himself,  in  all  probability  Mr.  Waters 
would  have  been  entirely  forestalled  twenty  years  back.  On  page  35 
of  his  notebook,  the  Colonel  has  copied  a  letter  he  received  fi'om  Tring, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  he  never  knew  the  Eegisters  there 
actually  chronicled  the  baptism  of  a  Lawrence,  son  of  the  Eev. 
La^v^ence  Washington.

"  *  I  have  searched  carefully  the  Par.  Eeg'^^  of  Tring,  co.  Herts, 
from  1580  to  1710.

Answer  of  John  Browne  the  defendant,  sworn  20  Oct.  1640 — Sets 
out  that  the  complainant,  being  indebted  to  him  69/.  16s.,  entered  into 
an  obligation  dated  20  July  1032,  subsequently  buying  goods  of  him 
to  the  amount  of  61.  Os.  2d.,'^  ''and  shortly  after  left 'bis"  fellowship  and 
aboado  in  tho  Yniuersity  of  Oxon."    The  complainant  has  paid  to  the

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THE  FAMILY  OF  LINCOLN. 
■  By  R.  E.  G.  KIRK. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Round's  remarks  on  p.  62,  let  me  say  that,  as  a- reader 
of  this  periodical,  I  was  aware  that  he  is  great  on  the  subject  of  forgeries  ; 
but  though  I  may  have  "  much  to  learn,"  I  do  not  see  my  way  to  adopt 
the  fallacious  tests  which  he  has  propounded.  It  would  take  up  too 
much  space  to  go  into  the  matter  fully  ;  I  need  only  refer  to  his  astonish- 
ing observations  on  the  preambles  of  charters  (iv.  132-139). 

He  has  now  proceeded  still  further,  no  doubt  on  the  strength  of  the 
self-same  tests,  and  alleges  that  it  was  not  uncommon  for  an  early  King 
to  be  imposed  on  by  a  forged  charter  of  one  of  his  predecessors.  A  few 
instances  would  be  more  convincing ;  at  most,  they  must  be  very  rare. 
He  himself  admits  that  in  the  case  of  '*  an  actual  charter,  the  document 
and  seal  T^^ould  greatly  assist  detection." 

As  to  the  ''mere  Inspeximus,"  otherwise  "the  miserable  evidence," 
to  which  he  objects,  I'ad  he  looked  at  the  original,  he  would  have  seen 
that  it  was  Edward  L,  not  Henry  IV.,  who  professed  to  see  and  to 
quote  the  charter  of  Henry  I.  {Gen.,  ii,  78  ;  iv,  138  ;  vi,  129,  137). 
Can  it  be  imagined  that  Edward  I.  or  his  Chancellor  would  easily  be 
deceived  by  a  forged  charter  of  Henry  I.  ?  It  would  not  have  been 
pleasant  to  stand  in  the  shoes  of  one  of  ^fr.  Round's  "most  skilful 
forgers  "  if  he  had  made  such  an  attempt. 

Mr.  Round  has  not  however  really  proved  the  charter  in  question  to  be 
spurious.  His  chief  objection  is  to  tlie  date,  11 IG,  which  has  been 
assigned  to  it;  but  as  it  seems  to  show  that  Queen  Matilda  was  dead,  it 
may  have  been  of  later  date,  say  1121,  when  the  King  was  "at  Winches- 
ter," though  Mr.  Eyton  opined  that  she  "  could  not  be  dead  "  at  the  time. 
Till  this  point  IS  settled,  why  talk  of  forgery  1 

\Yith  regard  to  Carlisle,  it  was  a  question  of  something  or  nothing. 
Mir.  Round  denied  that  an  earldom  was  created  by  Henry  L,  and  left  it 
to  be  inferred  that  the  King  created  nothing  at  all.  I  gave  fresh 
reasons  for  disbelieving  in  the  earldom,  but  went  on  to  show  that 
what  was  created  was  a  county  palatine.  Between  an  earldom  and 
a  county  palatine  there  was  practically  no  difference.  (Dr.  Stubbs' 
Const.  Hist,  i,  410.)  It  was  not  always  necessary  for  an  earl  to  be  lord 
of  either  ;  thus  Geoffrey,  bishop  of  Coutanccs,  was  lord  of  the  *'  consul  i- 
tus"  of  Northumbria  ;  in  fact,  the  very  same  word,  "  regebat,"  is  used 
in  respect  of  his  government  of  that  earldom  or  county  as  is  used  i 
respect  of  Ranulph  Meschin's  government  of  Carlisle.  Tiiere  M-as  indeed 
only  one  word,  *' comitatus,"  for  both  county  and  earldom.  Ordinary 
counties,  it  is  true,  soon  lost  their  connexion  with  earldoms,  but  counties 
palatine  and  earldoms  may  be  regarded  as  identical.  The  writer  of  the 
new  history  of  Carlisle  might  therefore  well  reply  to  Mr.  Round  s 
criticism  by  asking — slightly  varying  Mr.  Gilbert's  formula — "  If  a  man 
may  not  call  a  county  palatine  an  earldom,  what  else  may  he  call  an 
earldom  ?  " 
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Lastly,  as  to  the  Countess  Lucy,  Mr.  Round  lon^:  ago  put  himself  out 
of  court.  He  first  fully  accepted  the  dual  Iheory  {Gen.,  iv.  210) ;  then, 
after  a  lengthy  controversy  in  the  Academy  in  iSTovember  and  Decembp.r, 
1887,  he  confe.-^sed  his  inability  to  decide  between  the  contradictory 
statements  on  both  side?.  I  claim  to  have  since  produced  much  fresh 
evidence,  and  to  have  re-stated  the  whole  case.  The  former  "  hypotheses  " 
can  indeed  no  longer  be  said  to  be  "in  existence."  If  Mr.  Round  really 
thints  they  are,  let  him  try  to  set  them  up  ogain,  and  we  shall  see  some 
fun.  This  is  not  a  request  :  he  offered  to  do  so  three  years  ago.  Touching  the 
main  facts  which  I  have  proved,  my  "expressions"  could  hardly  be 
more  explicit,  and  I  am  not  conscious  of  having  shirked  any  "  chrono- 
logical difficulties."  Under  the  circumstances,  I  think  my  claim  is  as 
good  as  Mr.  Round's  caveat. 

With  this  opportunity  I  should  like  to  make  one  or  two  corrections. 
The  premises  at  the  top  of  p.  130  in  vol.  vi.  are  wrongly  stated,  but  I 
understand  from  Mr.  Thomas  Eond  that  a  cartulary  of  the  priory  of 
Montacute  has  been  discovered,  and  shows  my  conclusion  to  be  correct 
— that  Alfred  de  Lincoln  did  not  acquire  East}  Holme  by  mirriage.  Li 
a  paper  read  before  the  Dorset  JSTatural  History  and  Antiquarian  Field 
Club,  Mr.  Bond  has  given  the  texts  of  (1)  a  charter  of  Henry  L  to 
Alfred  de  Lincoln,  permitting  him  to  hold  the  land  of  Holne,  A^hich  he 
had  purchased  from  Grimaldus  Medicus ;  (2)  a  charter  of  Alfred's  son, 
Robert  de  Lincoln,  granting  the  same  to  the  priory,  and  mentioning  his 
father  and  mother,  his  wife  Eouza,  and  his  son  Alfred  :  and  (3)  a  charter 
by  Alfred  de  Lincoln,  son  of  Robert,  mentioning  his  M'ife  Albreda,  and 
his  brothers  Andrew  and  Peter,  Thus  several  relationships  are  established 
which  have  hitherto  rested  only  on  conjecture.  Mr.  Bond  has  also  dis- 
covered a  transcript  of  Alfred  de  Lincoln's  charter  granting  Gillingham 
and  Bruge  next  Weymouth  to  the  same  prioiy.  In  vol.  v.,  p.  132,  1.  27, 
"  true  "  should  be  "  said     and  on  p.  138,  h  20,  "her  "  should  be  ''his." 

It  may  be  useful  to  add  that  the  charter  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham 
which  purports  to  have  been  made  in  a  Council  at  Loudon  in  1082,  is 
printed  in  the  collection  of  deeds  belonging  to  the  Chapter  of  Durham, 
and  that  Alan  de  Lincoln  is  certainly  one  of  the  witnesses.  Besides 
this,  there  ars  two  charters  of  William  T.>  to  which  Alan  de  Lincoln  is 
likewise  a  witness.  They  are  all  stated  to  be  "originals;  "  but  as  some 
of  the  other  witnesses' names  do  not  agree  with  the  dates  given,  we  arc 
bound  to  reject  them  so  far  as  they  concern  us,  and  the  more  especially 
as  Alan  is  not  mentioned  in  Domesday.  Perhaps  the  authorities  at 
Durham  will  for  their  own  sake  inquire  into  the  authenticity  of  these 
documents.  Some  of  them  are  transcribed  in  a  cartulary,  also  at 
Durham,  which  moreover  contains  a  copy  of  a  charter  of  Henry  I.  in 
1109,  Alfred  de  Lincoln  being  a  witness,  but  the  original  is  wanting.  I 
am  not  aware  that  these  charters  are  fortilled  by  any  inspeximus_  but  the 
Bishop's  alleged  charter  is  recited  in  an  instrument  dated  1413.

It  mentions  certain  persons  of  Alnham 
and  Prendwick.  ''Admon  dat:  Eob^'^  Alder,  hlio  nali  et  Itimo  dti 
defuncti;"  mention  is  also  herein  made  of  "CVTteros  liberos."  As  we  have 
seen,  the  Alders  held  possessions  in  Prendwick  so  early  as  1450.  (See 
p.  92.) 

The  eldest  son,  Eobert  Alder,  Esq^^.,  of  Alnham  Towne,  Moore, 
and  Common,  1663.  These  Alnham  lands  in  1809  were  of  the  annual 
value  of  £1186  17s.  ed.^'  In  Eaine's  '^  North  Durham"  he  is  called 
the  son  of  Cuthbert,  who,  however,  died  without  male  issue,  the  mis- 
take probably  arising  from  the  uncle  and  nepliew  both  holding  lands  in 
Alnham.

Hall ;  the  only  dau.  and  heir  of  Thomas  Carr,  Esq.  of  Belford,  Cornhill, 
!Marden,  and  Crookliam,  (the  eldest  son  of  Thomas  Carr,  Esq.  of  Ford 
Castle,  Crookham,  &c.;  by  his  second  wife  Jane,  the  widow  of  William 
Kerr,  of  Scotland)  ;  the  last  male  heir  of  Heron,  and  Carr,  of  Ford.  An 
account  of  the  controversies  which  took  place  between  Thomas  Carr  and 
his  three  nieces  concerning  his  right  under  the  male  entail  of  his  father 
dated  1G06,  to  enter  upon  the  estate  of  Ford,  after  the  death  of  his 
nephew  Thomas  Carr,  unmarried,  in  1660,  is  given  in  the  Genealocjid 
(Vol.  vi.,  p.  89). 

Thomas  Carr,  of  Belford,  Esq.,  married  Grace,  the  widow  of  Thomas 
Armorer,  Esq.,  of  Belford,  her  cousin  ;  and  daughter  of  Richard  Forster, 
of  Tuggill,  and  JN^ewham,  by  Grace,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Armorer,  of 
Belford,  Esq^®.  Besides  Grace,  their  dau.  and  heir,  they  also  had  a  son 
Robert,  bap.  25  Oct.,  1667,  who  seems  to  have  predeceased  s.  p.  his 
parents,  as  he  is  not  mentioned  in  his  mother's  will ;  and  his  sister  Grace 
succeeded  to  her  father's  property.  Her  issue  alone  are  mentioned  in 
her  mother's  will. 

The  descent  of  Grace  Foster,  from  the  Earls  of  Angus,  and  Buchan, 
through  the  Fosters,  of  Etherstone,  Xewham,  and  Tuggill,  is  given  in 
Foster^s  Family  of  Forster^  Brit.  Museum.  She  was  dau.  of  Richard,  son 
of  John  Foster,  of  Tuggill  Hall,  and  Newham,  by  Grace,  the  daughter  of 
Cuthbert  Foster,  of  Ncwham,  the  son  of  Thomas  Foster,  of  Etherstone, 
Esq.,  by  Florence,  sister  of  Thomas  Lord  Wharton. 

Grace,  the  wife  of  Richard  Foster,  in  1663,  (Rates  and  Rentals,) 
appears  as  Mrs.  Grace  Foster,  of  Xewham  Towne,  £51,  of  Tuggill  Hall, 
£88,  of  Hartside,  £50.  She  was  30  yrs.  old  in  1615,  and  in  her  Will,  at 
Durham,  dated  1664,  she  bequeaths  property  to  her  sons  Edward,  and 
John,  and  to  her  daughters  Mary,  and  Grace,  appointing  as  her  executor 
her  brother  William  Armorer,  of  Belford.  She  was  descended  from 
Francis  Armorer,  who,  in  1553,  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Borders;  her  father,  Tlioinas  Armorer  of  Belford,  was  aged  30  in  1615  (son 
of  Thomas  Armorer,  by  Margaret,  dau.  of  Robert  Clavcring,  of  Callaly, 
and  his  wife  Mary,  dau.  of  Sir  Cuthbert  Collingwood,  of  EsUngton,  by 
Dorothy,  d.  &  co-heir  of  Sir  George  Bowes,  of  Streatlam  Castle.)^ 

Thomas  Armorer  in  his  Will  at  Durham,  dated  1613,  leaves  all  his 
lands  in  Belford,  and  Easington,  to  his  eldest  son  Thomas  ;  and  Middle- 
ton  lands  to  his  2nd  son  William ;  and  bequeaths  property,  amongst 
otlier  persons,  to  his  daughter  Grace,  and  his  grandchild  Mary  Foster. 

The  descendants  of  William  Alder,  in  right  of  his  wife  Grace,  quarter

Tate,  in  his  "  History  of  Alnwick,"  says  that  "  Hobberlaw  was  a  pele  of  consider- 
able strength  capable  of  resisting  the  attacks  of  the  Scottish  Marauders,"  and  that  the 
Alders  possessed  lands  in  Hobberlaw  ;  lauds  iu  Boudgate,  Bondgate  Hall,  The  Bank.s, 
Wyke's  knowes,  Swansfield,  and  several  other  Burgages,  Alnham,  Prendwick,  Frani- 
lington,  and  HoracliiT.  Hodgson,  in  his  History  of  Northumberland,  writes  "the 
principal,  if  not  the  whole  of  the  township  of  Horncliffe  belongs  to  William  Rowland 
Alder,  Esq.  under  several  titles."  "  Uobl>erlaw  Tower  was  afterward,?  a  possession  of 
the  Smarts,  of  Trewhitt,"  Eobert  vSmart,  Esq.  of  Belford  West  Hall,  younger  bi^otber 
of  William  Smart,  Esq.,  of  Trewhitt  and  Nethertou,  left  Hobberlaw  by  will  17  Dec, 
1783,  to  his  sou,  William  Smart.

Mr.  John  Smart  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Alder  were  married."  {Bel ford.  Reg.) 
His  father,  William  Smart,  of  Belford,  was  uf  the  Smarts  of  Harton,  co. 
Durham.  *'  Ilarton  was  the  family  residence  of  the  Smarts."  [Surfces, 
Durham.)  Of  this  family  were,  the  Rev.  Prebendary  Peter  Smart, 
elected  from  Westminster  a  student  to  Ch.  Ch.,  Oxon.,  in  1588,  High 
Commissioner  to  the  Province  of  York,  who  died  Senior  Prebendary  of 
Durham  circ.  1651  ;  and  Christopher  Smart  the  poet,  Fellow  of  Pembroke 
Coll.,  Cambridge  ;  who  won  the  Seatonian  prize  for  poetry  in  the  years 
1750-51-52-53-55.  Concerning  one  of  his  poems  Rosetti  in  a  published 
letter  to  Mr.  Caine  writes  ''the  only  great  accomplished  poem  of  the 
last  century." 

In  1422  John  Smart  resigned  the  living  of  Wyrardisbury,  Bucks. 

In  1450,  Ap.  3,  John  Smart  was  created  Garter  King  of  Arms.  He 
was  present  at  the  marriage  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans  with  Mary  of  Cleves 
November  30th,  1450,  and  attended  Edward  IV.  to  Xormandy  in  1475. 
He  bore  ar.  a  chev.  between  three  pheons  sa.,"  later  confirmed  to 
Rowland  Smart ;  and  so  given  in  the  Coat  of  Arms  hung  up  in  Rothbury 
Church  at  the  death  of  John  Smart,  of  Trewhitt  Hall,  Esq.,  J.P.D.L., 
and  which  was  taken  down  at  the  restoration  of  the  clnirch. 

From  1685  to  1784  nine  members  of  this  family  were  buried  at  the 
entrance  to  the  chancel  in  Belford  Church.  AVilliam  Smarts  lands  in 
Belford  in  1740  were  rated  at  £325  per  annum.    (Parish  Register.) 

William  Smart,  the  first  of  this  family,  who  settled  in  Northumber- 
land, was  born  after  January,  1648. 

1651  is  the  probable  date  of  the  Will  of  his  grandfather,  Peter  Smart,  who  therein 
states  that  he  had  nothing  to  add  to  the  di.spu:>al  of  his  property  which  he  made  "  on 
16  Jan.,  1648,  to  his  souiic  Tniliahi  ;  Ifilliajn  inddrin'jton  ;  and  l\tcr  Smart,  the 
younger.'^  He  therein  bequeaths  monies  which  appear  to  de]>eud  upon  the  idomnitica- 
tioD  of  Parliament  for  his  great  losses ;  ^10,000  besides  mn  other  great  losses  by  the  Earl 
of  Newcastle's  means  ever  since  1  teas  restored  again  ;  plundered  of  all  that  I  had 
remayning  ;  viy  house  jndd  doim;  and  livinges  aaain  disposed  from  mc ;  and  so  Ktpt 
many  yearcs  out  of  my  handcs  without  recompense  to  tins  d(ty  to  the  value  at  least  of 
{1^,000,  in  all  jr"li>,9[}0.  To  lu's  wife,  Susan,  he  bcipieaths' X2,500.  To  his  sister, 
Anne,  the  wife  of  Thomas  iNIarshall,  £.'iO.  T<>  I'Mwanl  Cookson,  son  of  his  eld.  dau. 
dec.,  viz.,  Isabel,  wife  to  Cookson,  of  Durham,  4;i.;'00,  and  to  her  dau.  Su>an  .£1.000. 
To  his  own  dau.  Susan,  wife  to  Captain  Tlicmas  Ogle,  £2,000  :  to  hor  >n.  \VilIi:\m, 
£1,500;  t(.  Anne,  her  youngest  dan.,  £1.000.  and  to  a  1th  child  still  t.>  Iv  born,

William  Smart,  the  son  of  Peter,  seems  to  have  not  long  survived  his 
father,  for  on  2nd  March,  1C54,  letters  of  admon  were  granted  to  his 
sister,  Susan  Ogle  (his  children,  Peter,  William,  and  possibly  others  being 
minors),  who  swears  faithfully  to  adraininster  the  letters  of  admon  of  the 
goods  of  the  deceased  (Peier)^  granted  to  his  son  William  in  July,  1653.,

j^jaties  jjjg  Comiscioners  in  the  province  of  Yorke,  who,  for  preaching  against  Popery, 
A^°  1628,  lost  about  SOO^'^  per  annum,  and  was  imprisoned  in  yc  bench  above  a  11 
years,  by  the  High  Comision."

George  Ahbott,  Archicpisco  :  Cant  :  Compomit,^^ 

The  above  text  was  for  hia  sermon  preached  in  Durham  Catiiedral 
against  tlie  innovations  of  the  Dean.  He  was  also  Vicar  of  AycliUe,  and 
of  Bishopstoke,  near  Southampton.  Fuller  says  "/^e  was  a  man  of  grave 
and  reverend  aftpcd." 

According  to  Surtees'  History  of  Durham,  Francis  Smart,  to  whom 
before  1660,  Snotterton  Hall  was  alienated,  was  probably  of  the  same 
family  with  the  Prebendary.  Francis  is  ancestor  of  the  above  Christopher 
the  poet.  Peter  Smart  was  *' of  Snotterton,"  on  June  22nd,  16-17,  and 
his  son  ffrancis  was  born  Oct.  22nd,  1656  (Staindrop  Registers  J.  These 
registers  also  give  the  baptism  of  William,  son  of  John  Smart,  of  Kaby 
Staindrop,  13th  JSTov.,  1612  ;  he  has  been  confused  with  William,  the 
Prebendary's  grandson. 

William  Smart,  grandson  of  the  Prebendary  (b.  after  1648),  mar.

SELBY    CHARTERS    AND  DEEDS. 

(Concluded  from  p.  92). 

Charters  relating  to  Prexderlath,  co.  Roxburgh. 

(1)  Grant  from  Edward  king  of  Scotland  to  Sir  Walter  de  Selby, 
knight,  of  all  the  land  and  tenements,  with  appurtenances,  which  did 
belong  to  one  William  Yissard  son  of  Sir  John  Vissard  knight,  a  rebel 
against  the  king.  To  be  held  of  the  King  by  customary  service.  Witnesses, 
Henry  de  Bella  Mont,  Earl  of  Boghan  ;  David,  Earl  of  Athell  ;  Gilbert 
de  Umfravill,  Earl  of  Angous  ;  Richard  Talbot ;  Alexander  de  Mowbray  ; 
Eustace  de  Maxwell ;  and  Henry  Ferrares,  knights.  Dated  at  Eokes- 
burgh  241h  October  1332.    Seal  gone. 

(2)  Release  from  James  de  Selby  to  John  de  Selby,  his  brother,  of  all 
title  to  the  manor  of  Prenderlatli  and  the  ad-owson  of  the  church 
belonging,  together  with  the  barony  (baronia)  of  the  same  with  all  its 
appurtenances.  AVitnesses, — Richard  Tempest ;  Thomas  Heron  ;  Thomas 
Ingelby  ;  Thomas  Surteus ;  William  Farnhum  ;  John  Halyden  ;  Adam  de 
Bellyngham  .  .  .  Dated  at  Durham  Thursday  after  the  Octave  of 
Easter  1358.    Seal  gone. 

The  former  of  these  two  charters  has  been  quoted^  to  show  that 
Biddledon  was  granted  to  Sir  Walter  de  Selby  by  Edward  I.  of 
England  in  1272,  and  Mackenzie  in  his  North umherland''  in  a  foot 
note  gives  a  copy  (not  quite  correct  in  some  details)  of  the  deed  in  ques- 
tion. The  estates  forfeited  by  William  Vis.^ard  and  granted  by  the 
Scotch  king,  Edward  Balliol,  to  Sir  Walter  de  Selby  were  in  Roxburgh- 
shir5,  as  an  inquisition  taken  the  ICth  January  1357-8  before  Sir  Richard 
Tempest  the  Sherilf  of  Roxburgh  proves.  It  was  then  declared  that 
Walter  de  Selby  had  died  seised  in  demesne  as  of  fee  of  the  baronv  of 
Prenderlathe,  formerly  William  Wliys'^ard's  (Vissard)  in  the  countv  of 
Rokesburgh  by  gift  of  Edward  de  Balliol,  formerly  king  of  Scots,  before 
that  county  was  given  to  the  king  of  England,  and  held  it  till  the  Scots 
last  took  Rokesburgh  castle  {Calendar  of  Docununta  relating  to  Scotland, 
Vol.  III.  p.  308).  ' 

'  ftruckonzic's  Northumberland,  2ud  ed.,  vol.  ii,  p.  39,  aud  Burke's  Landed  Qcntrv 
.1863,  under  Selby  of  Biddleston. 
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There  is  notbii  g  to  show  that  the  Sol  by  s  became  possessed  of 
Biddleston  os  early  as  represented  and  amongst  the  charters  relating  to 
this  place  we  do  not  fmd  thorn  named  until  1432.  That  they  were  an 
ancient  Korth  country  family  is,  however,  undeniable.  Surtees  in  his 
Historii  of  Durham  (Yol.  2,  p.  86),  states  that  Walter  de  Selby  in  the 
time  of  Henry  the  Third,  was  enfeoffed  by  the  Prior  of  Durham  of  the 
manor  of  Felling  to  hold  by  homage,  fealty,  knight's  service,  two  marks 
rent,  and  suit  at  the  Prior's  court  every  fortnight  ]  and  that  this  Walter 
had  a  son  named  Adam  de  Selby,  \.ho  had  a  grandson  'Walter  who 
forfeited  the  manor.  The  date  of  this  forfeiture  has  not  transpired,  - 
though  probably  the  part  which  Walter  do  Selby  took  with  Gilbert  de 
Middleton  in  the  capture  of  Lewis  Beaumont,  the  newly  appointed 
bishop  of  Durham,  at  Eushyford  in  September  1317,  marks  the  period,  as 
in  October  1318  we  find  an  inquisition  was  held  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne 
to  discover  what  lands  appertained  to  Walter  de  Selby  "who  had  joined 
the  Scots."  In  December  IS 31  the  prior  of  Durham  granted  the  manor 
of  Felling,  forfeited  by  his  enemy  Walter  de  Selby  (who  had  become  a 
liegeman  to  Eobcrt  Pruys)  to  Americus  de  Trew  (Ctd :  of  Documents 
rclatinr/  io  Scotland,  Yol.  III.  p.  190),  which  in  1341  Selby  tried  to 
recover  {Ibid.  p.  248). 

Besides  the  manor  of  Felling  in  the  County  of  Durham,  Walter  de  Selby 
before  his  secession  from  his  ]'.nglish  fealty,  hold  property  at  Syhall, 
Seihall  or  Seghill,  in  Northumberland.  On  the  5th  October  1318,  AValter 
de  Selby,  a  rebel  who  had  joined  the  Scots,  was  declared  by  jurors 
assembled  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  to  be  seized  of  the  vill  of  Seihale  within 
the  liberty  of  Tynemouth,  held  of  the  Prior  and  Convent  by  service  of 
seneschalcy  in  the  hall  of  Tynemouth  on  the  feast  of  St.  Oswyu,  and 
that  the  same  was  worth  £23  16s.  Od. ,  whereof  Katerina  his  wife  was 
infeft  in  £20  yearly  {Ibid.  p.  116).  The  manor  of  Syhale  co.  Northum- 
berland was  in  1321  granted  by  Edward  11.  to  Bertram  de  Momboucher, 
liaving  been  forfeited  by  Walter  de  Selby  for  rebellion  {Ahlrev  :  Rob  : 
Orig  :  Fo?.  1  p.  247^).  Selby  however,  in  April  1329  having  made  his 
peace  petitioned  against  the  loss  of  his  lands,  claiming  that  when  in  1319 
he  had  delivered  up  INlitford  Castle,  which  he  then  held  for  the  Scots,  to 
the  English,  the  king  had  promised  him  restitution  as  well  as  pardon 
and  had,  at  his  parliament  held  at  York  in  the  12th  year  of  his  reign 
(1320)  given  him  for  his  services  in  Scotland  his  manor  of  Syhale  in 
Northumberland  which  he  had  formerly  forfeited.  {Cal.  Scotch  Docu- 
ments Yol.  III.  p.  177-8).  By  1337  he  was  thoroughly  restored  to  the 
English  king's  favour  and  confidence,  being  appointed  custodian  of 
Rothewell  Castle  {Bot  :  Scotiai  Yol.  1  p,  488^),  and  was  in  1345 
despatched  to  enquire  into,  and  punish  some  raids  on  the  borders  (//'/(/. 
p.  265).  Sir  Walter  de  Selby  was  slain  by  his  old  allies  the  Scots  in  the 
autumn  of  1346  in  the  pele  or  fortalice  of  Lydelle  of  which  place  he  was 
custodian,  his  son  and  heir  James  being  captured  at  the  same  time  and 
kept  a  prisoner  for  eight  years.  {Cal:  iicotch  Document.^  Yol.  III.,  p. 
308,  and  Let frrs  from  Northern  Retjister  p.  387).  James  Selby,  the  son, 
claimed  his  barony  of  Prondeslathe  in  1357  soon  after  his  release  from 
imprisonment,  but  though  in  the  time  of  peace  it  was  declared  to  be 
worth  100  marks,  when  James  made  his  claim,  it  was  declared  to  be 
worth  nothing  on  account  of  lying  waste. 
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The  second  Selby  deed  quoted, shows  that  he  regained  his  own,  but 
only  to  yield  it  to  his  brother.  Another  Prendeslath  deed  dated  1362 
appears  once  to  have  been  amongst  the  Selby  charters,  as  a  copy  is  found 
on  a  Selby  pedigree  roll  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  is  given  in  the 
Visitation  of  Northumberland  of  1G15.  (The  Gencalogid^  Yol.  I.  Old 
Series  p.  380),  but  it  is  not  now  forthcoming.

Index  to  the  First  Yoltjme  oe  the  Pahisii  Eegisters  of  Gaixfoed, 
IN  tue  County  of  DuiaiAir.    London.    (Elliot  Stock.)  8vo. 

With  the  issue  of  Part  III.  of  this  Index  we  have,  in  three 
charming  volumes,  a  transcript  of  the  registers  of  a  very  large  and 
important  parish.  In  the  preface  the  transcriber  offers  an  apology  for 
having  been  obliged  to  abandon  the  usual  form  in  which,  parish 
registers  are  generally  printed ;  and  had  it  not  been  for  this  dis- 
arrangement of  the  original  order  of  the  entries,  there  is  nothing  to 
which  we  can  take  exception.  Of  the  Yicars  in  charge  between  the 
years  1562  and  1754,  the  most  notable  were,  John  Lively,  B.D.,  James 
Maled,  B.D.,  and  William  Morgan,  D.D.,  and  entries  relating  to  them 
all  are  to  be  found,  with  the  exception  of  Greswould,  one  of  the 
*'  intruders  "  as  Hutchinson,  the  historian  of  Durham,  calls  him.  The 
other  intruder, "George  Sanderson,  appears  in  the  baptisms  as  father  of 
three  children,  one  of  whom  may  be  a  j\Iary  Sanderson,  "passenger," 
buried  in  1714.  The  account  books  of  John  Lively  furnish  several 
entries  not  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  register,  and  these  are  very 
properly  added  as  notes.  The  names  of  interest  are  very  numerous, 
among  them  being  Birkbeck,  Brackenbury,  Brocket,  Bowes,  Cradock, 
Draper,  Eden,  Hodgson,  Lancaster,  Lambton,  Marshall,  Middle-ton, 
Moresb}',  Morton,  Mossock,  !Mowbray,  Peverel,  Pinkney,  Eaine,  Selby, 
Stephens,  and  many  entries  of  the  members  of  Sir  Samuel  Garth's 
family,  but  no  record  of  the  author  of  "  The  Dispensary"  himself. 

We  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  monumental  inscriptions  in 
the  church  and  churchyard,  which  are  promised  as  a  supplement  to 
this  index,  and  shall  be  well  content  if  they  show  as  much  care,  and 
are  as  well  printed  as  these  registers. 

The  Erskine  Halcro  Genealooy.  By  Ebenezer  Erskine  Scott. 
London.  (George  Bell  and  Sons.)  8vo. 
Some  useful  and  interesting  facts  are  to  be  found  in  this 
genealogical  stud}-,  which  contains,  in  addition  to  an  introduction  of 
several  pages,  six  tables  with  ex])lanator3-  notes.  These  tables  show 
the  descent  of  the  Eov.  Henry  Er^^kino,  of  Chirnside,  Borwiokshiro, 
from  the  Balgownie  family;  the  connection  of  ^Inrgaret  lIaloi\->.  his 
wife,  with  the  llalcros  of  that  ilk,  the  Stewarts  of  Barscube.  and  the 
Erskines  of  Dun  j  and  tho  doscont  of  many  persons  now  living  from 
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the  above  Henry  Erskiue's  sons,  the  Eev.  Ebenezer  Erskine,  of 
Stirling,  and  the  Eev.  Ealph  Erskine,  of  Dunfermline,  tw.")  celebrated 
founders  of  the  Secession  Churcli  in  Scotland.  The  method  used  in 
these  pedigrees  of  drawing  the  lines  of  descent  from  the  father  only 
cannot  be  commended,  for  in  the  case  of  a  man  having  had  two 
wives  there  is  no  indication  of  the  particular  issue  of  either  marriage. 
For  instance,  the  Eev.  Ealph  Ersldne  is  sliown  as  the  husband  of 
Margaret  Dewar  and  Margaret  Simpson,  but  which  of  these  ladies 
had  the  honour  of  increasing  the  family  of  Erskine  this  pedigree 
showeth  not.  The  compiler  has  wisely  depai'ted  from  his  original 
intention  by  including  tlie  living  descendants  of  his  ancestor,  but 
should,  if  possible,  have  give  more  data,  for  the  benefit  of  future 
genealogists,  such  as  places  of  baptism,  marriage,  and  burial.  We 
would  draw  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the  criticisms  on  the 
accuracy  of  the  pedigree  of  Erskine  of  Shielfield  which  appear  in  the 
last  issue  of  '  The  Scottish  Antiquary '  by  the  Editor,  the  Eev.  A.  W. 
Cornelius  Ilallen,  who  has  himself  compiled  a  pedigree  of  Erskine, 
of  Balgownie,  and  of  Little  Sauchie.  ^yithout  these  criticisms  we 
should  be  inclined  to  doubt  several  of  the  statements  contained  in 
the  tables,  there  being  insufficient  evidence  in  the  Notes  to  substantiate 
them.  What  Mr.  Scott  has  done,  however,  is  by  no  means  to  be 
dismissed  without  a  word  of  praise,  for  the  work,  evidently  a  first 
attempt,  contains  information  which  represents  a  large  amount  of 
labour,  and  is  an  honest  effort  to  place  on  record  the  genealogy  of  his 
family. 

Traksactioxs  of  the  Cambtudge  University  Association  of  Brass 
Collectors.  Septtmlcr,  1890.  Margate.  (G-.  Denne,  Printer.) 
If  we  may  judge  from  the  present  number  of  this  magazine,  the 
Cambridge  Brass  Collectors  are  doing  good  and  very  much  needed 
■work.  Mr.  Creeny's  name  as  President  is  an  ample  guarantee  for  its 
thoroughness,  were  any  further  evidence  required  than  the  publication 
itself.  The  brasses  at  Thornton,  Bucks,  and  those  formerly  in  St. 
Mary  Magdalen,  Burgate,  Canterbury,  are  dealt  with  in  two 
interesting  .and  exliaustive  papers,  and  the  illustrations  given  are 
good.  Apart  however  from  the  value  of  this  publication  to  the 
Antiquary,  we  would  specially  draw  attention  to  the  sad  j)icture  it 
discloses  of  the  culpable  neglect  of  the  custodians  of  our  ancient 
monuments.  We  had  hoped  that  the  hand  of  the  church  restorer 
and  despoiler  of  monuments  had  of  recent  years  been  somewhat 
stayed;  alas,  it  is  not  so.  In  1871,  all  the  brasses  in  St.  Mary 
Magdalen's  Church,  Canterbury  "disappeared,"  a  polite  way  it  must 
be  supposed  of  putting  the  fact  that  they  were  stolen,  owing  to  the 
neglect  of  the  Eector  and  Churchwardens.  At  Gedney  in  Lincolnshire 
it  appears  to  be  a  moot  point  whether  or  no  a  line  brass  discovered 
during  repairs  of  the  church  should  or  sliould  not  be  covered  up 
again  !  The  brasses  at  Sawston  in  Cambridgeshire  have  been  removed 
from  their  proper  places  on  the  floor  of  the  nave,  being  fixed 
against  the  south  wall  of  the  church,  a  proceeding  much  to  be 
deprecated.  At  Ash  next  Sandwich  the  brasses  are  apparently  n^od  as 
bases  for  the  stoves.  At  St.  Edmund's,  Xtu'wich,  two  successive 
rectors,  and  the  churchwardens,  appear  to  have  snubbed  a  gentleman 
■who  generously  offered  to  return  a  brass  formerly  belonging  to  that 
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church.  But  these  instances  of  neglect  and  indi:fferenee  are  quite  put 
into  the  shade  b}'  the  action  of  the  Eeverend  Joshua  Wilkinson, 
Vicar  of  Godmersham,  near  Canterbury,  whose  correspondence 
with  the  secretary  is  printed  at  pp.  19-22,  of  this  magazine.  In 
reply  to  a  courteous  request  by  the  Hon.  Corresponding  Secretar 
that  a  palimpsest  brass  "which  was.  lying  loose  in  the  vestry  o 
his  Church,  should  be  fixed  so  as  to  prevent  the  possibility  of 
it  being  lost,  he  recommended  him  to  amalgamate  the  Society  with 
another  called  "The  Anti-Poking-your-Nose-into-Other-People's- 
Business  Society,"  and,  in  reph'  to  an  acknowledgmoDt  of  this  letter, 
further  asserted  that  having  endeavoured  to  do  his  duty  during  a  long 
ministerial  life  (ha2)pily,  let  us  hope,  now  drawing  to  its  close),  that 
he  particularly  desired  ' '  that  you  do  not  trouble  me  with  any  more 
letters,  and  shall  take  ver}-  good  care  that  the  brass  is  taken  from  the 
church  and  kept  elsewhere,"  If  this  is  a  fair  specimen  of  the  cus- 
todians to  whom  a  State  Church  entrusts  the  care  of  the  sepulchral 
relics  of  the  past,  the  sooner  a  radical  reform  is  made  in  its  constitu- 
tion the  better — at  all  events  from  a  genealogist's  point  of  view.  We 
trust,  however,  that  this  reverend  Joshua  is  not  a  leader  of  thought 
amongst  his  brother  parsons,  and  wish  the  Association  every  success 
in  the  useful  work  it  is  doing. 

The  Cohporatiox  Eecoeds  of  St.  Alb.vjs's,  by  A.  E.  Gibes.  St. 
Albans  :  Gibbs  and  Bamforth.  12mo. 
The  compiler  of  these  records  has  done  well  to  issue  in  book  form 
the  result  of  his  work,  instead  of  allowing  it  to  appear  in  a  local 
newspaper,  as  he  at  first  intended.  Starting  with  an  account  of  the 
various  charters  and  constitutions  of  the  town  and  city  of  St.  Albans, 
Mr.  Gibbs  proceeds  to  give  extracts  from  the  Court  Minute  Books, 
which  contain,  as  might  be  expected,  a  large  amount  of  interesting 
matter.  The  first  of  these  books  dates  fiom  1586,  and  is  supposed  to 
have  been  originally  intended  for  an  account  book  in  the  dockvard  at 
Portsmouth,  as  there  is  on  the  fly-leaf  "  Cloze  received  at  sundry  times 
from  and  out  of  the  storehouse  at  Deptford,"  with  the  date  1563. 
Extracts  from  these  Corporation  ^Minutes  are  given  from  the  earliest 
book  to  the  present  time,  making  a  complete  municipal  historv  of 
St.  Albans.  In  the  ISIayors'  Accounts  there  is  a  curious  bill  oi  fare  of  a 
Corporation  dinner,  given  more  tiian  three  hundred  years  a£^o.  The 
items  show  the  vast  difference  between  tlie  price  of  food  then'and  now, 
the  entire  cost  being  under  £4.  With  a  list  of  borough  officers  this 
little  book  is  brought  to  a  close,  and  perhaps  the  first  thought  that 
suggests  itself  to  the  reader  on  laying  it  down  is,  that  the  work 
deserves  to  have  been  printed  in  larger  and  clearer  t}-pe.  Much  use- 
ful material  is  to  be  found  in  these  records  both  for  the  genealogist 
and  topogi-apher. 

The  CnuHCii  of  Speymouth.  By  AV>r.  Cramoxd,  A.M.,  Schoolmaster 
OF  CuLLEN.  Elgin.  12 mo. 
Kirk  Session  Kecords  often  niXowl  ii^rful  iiiformaJion  to  the  Scotch 
genealogi-st,  and  always  cor.tain  somelhins  ^'^  interest,  liosidos  tho 
many  quaint  notes  nsunlly  to  he  found,  lli.>ro  are  Foir.otinios  othors  of 
historical  interest  recorded  in  ti-uos  of  trouble.  On  page  58,  under  date 
25  Jan.,  1748,  wc  read  that  the  Session  agree  to  insert  some  account  of 
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what  happened  during  the  Rebellion,  as  an  apology  for  the  want  of 
certain  accounts  for  the  several  month^^  towards  the  close  of  last  year. 
Then  follow  entries  reLitincf  to  the  risinci;  of  '45,  of  which  the  followins^ 
is  worthy  of  notice  :-- 

1746,  "Mar.  18 — Tuesday. — Lord  John  Dramtnond  came  to  the  Manse,  and  it 
bec:\rae  the  rebels  head  quarters  at  Spey.  About  a  week  after  the  Duke  of  Perth 
came,  and  the  house  was  frequented  by  Lord  Ogilvie,  Sir  William  Gor.lou  Park,  Sir 
James  Kinloch,  Avachie,  Cowbardie,  Major  Hales,  M*'.  Fletcher  of  Benschie,  and  some- 
times others  as  Lord  Elcho,  Lord  Strathallan,  Lord  Balraerinoch,  Earl  of  Kilmarnock, 
Secretary  Murray,  M''.  Sullivan,  and  many  others.  Though  this  was  expensive  to 
the  minister  they  used  him  very  civilly,  and  gave  him  uo  disturbance  in  point  of 
principle,  but  there  was  no  publick  worship  during  their  stay." 

With  notes  of  this  kind,  be  they  but  few  and  far  between,  Kirk 
Session  Kecords  are  well  wortli  the  attention  of  all  classes  of  chroniclers, 
and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  Mr.  Cramond  has  considered  his  time  well 
spent  in  printing  those  of  the  parish  of  Speymouth. 

The  Custody  of  Local  Eecords.  By  \V.  P.  W.  Phillimore,  M.A.* 
B.C.L.  London.  8vo. 
Mr.  Phillimore  has  done  well  in  reprinting  this  little  pamphlet, 
which  is  a  paper  read  at  the  Annual  Provincial  meeting  of  the 
Incorporated  Law  Sccict}-,  held  at  Nottingham  in  October,  1890. 
Less  interest  appears  to  have  been  taken  in  the  records  of  Notting- 
hamshire than  in  those  of  any  other  county  in  the  Kingdom.  It 
has  no  Archieological  Society,  and,  Mr.  Phillimore  excepted,  we 
know  of  no  local  antiquary  interested  in  the  preservation  of  its 
archives,  though  they  exceed  in  interest  those  of  many  other  shires. 
Mr.  Phillimore  gives  a  general  account  of  them,  and  offers  very 
sensible  and  practical  advice  as  to  what  ought  to  be  done.  Notting- 
hamshire men  should  read  his  paper,  and  act  upon  his  recommenda- 
tions before  the  hand  of  time  renders  it  too  late.

Armory'  this  is  not  included,  but  I  hnd  the  same  arms  given  to  the 
family  of  Higgins  (also  included  in  the  visitation  as  of  Church 
Stretton).  Apparently  the  name  was  changed  from  Higgons  (or 
Higgins)  to  Hughes,  as  I  find  in  the  pedigree  Wm.  Hughes  alias 
Higgins" — also  "Johannes  Huglies  fil  Hugonis  Higgons." 

I  should  be  glad  if  any  of  your  readers  could  refer  me  to  a  later 
pedigree  of  the  Hughes  family.

When  I  discovered  the  documents,  the  entries  in  whicli  have  given 
rise  to  this  article,  I  was  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  they  had  not  been 
noticed  before,  considering  that  the  clue  to  them  has  stood  in  print  for 
many  years.  Such  frequent  attempts  have  been  made  to  upset 
Shakespear's  authorship  of  the  Plays  which  go  by  his  name,  that  it  may 
well  be  asked,  ''How.  comes  it  that  this  mention  in  a  printed  State 
Paper  of  a  nobleman  writing  Comedies,  at  the  very  time  the  (so-called) 
Shakespearian  Plays  were  appearing,  has  been  so  long  overlooked?"  One 
would  reasonably  assume  that  the  first  course  of  a  disbeliever  in 
Shakespear  would  be  to  ascertain  who  the  Earl  of  Derby  referred  to  in 
the  State  Paper  was,  his  abilities,  experiences,  and  career,  and  w^hat 
manner  of  Comedies  he  might,  judging  from  the  information  thus 
acquired,  be  credited  with. 

I  will  in  the  first  place  give  verbatim  extracts  from  the  Records,  as 
under : — 

1599,  June  30,  London.  George  Fenmr  to  his  partner  JBaltazar  Gyhds,  Aniicci'p. 
"Therle  of  Darby  is  busyed  only  in  penning  comedies  for  the  commouu  players." 
[State  Papers,  Domestic,  Elizabeth,  vol.  271,  No.  34.] 

1599,  June  30,  London.  George  Fenncr  to  Sire  Humfrcdo  Galdelli  or  Guiseppc 
Tusinga,  Venice.  "  Our  Eaile  of  Darby  is  busye  in  penning  commodyes  for  the 
commoun  players."    [Ibid.,  No  35.] 

The  above  two  letters,  affording  this  important  evie'euce,  are  apparently 
intercepted  ones.  The  passages  quoted  clearly  intimate  that,  of  the 
Catholic  nobility,  no  furtherance  in  respect  of  any  projected  rising  is 
to  be  counted  upon  from  the  Earl  of  Derby.  He  is,  so  to  speak,  wholly 
absorbed  in  the  composition  of  pieces  for  the  stage  :  in  fact,  the  strength 
of  the  wording  in  one  letter  is  such  that  we  might  almost  imagine  his 
lordship  so  bent  upon  his  occupation  as  to  neglect  his  meals  and  burn  the 
midnight  oil,  in  the  endeavour  to  complete  his  Comedies  for  some  special 
occasion,  or  by  a  certain  date. 

Upon  comparing  the  various  authorities  for  the  Earl  of  Derby's  career, 
we  find  that  he  was  born  in  London  about  the  year  1561.  In  1572, 
being  eleven  years  old,  ho  went  to  St.  John's  College,  Oxford,  with  his 
elder  brother.  Lord  Strange,  and  his  younger  brother  Francis.  Prior  to 
that  early  date  in  his  life,  he  and  his  brothei-  Francis  had  done  something 
to  merit  the  animosity  of  the  Queen,  as  her  letter,  quoted  bencAth, 
shows  : — 

1571,  Dec.  6.  Queen  Elizabeth  to  Lord  Strange.  (Commending  him  for  his  dose 
attendauce  on  his  sick  father.)  Knowing  his  earnest  goodwill  to  licr  service,  is  sorry 
not  to  have  found  the  like  in  his  brethren,  which  cannot  but  bo  tlisploasant  to  his  good 
father.  [Historical  MSS.  Commissioners  Jicports,  Svo.  No.  1.  Marquis  o/  JSa I i^bury's 
Papers,  p.  572.] 
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Subsequently  to  1572  nothing  is  known  of  Mr.  Stanley's  doings  for 
quite  ten  years,  though,  being  a  younger  son,  it  is  possible  that  in  the 
interval  he  may  have  been  put  by  his  father  to  some  honourable  pro- 
fession, for  which  he  afterwards  evinced  a  distaste.  In  the  year  1582 
he  went  to  France,  accompanied  by  a  ]\[r.  11,  Lloyd\  wlio,  the  Earl's 
biographer  tells  us,  was  his  "  preceptor."-  The  voice  of  the  country-side 
[Ballad,  etc.]  accounts  for  the  journey  in  this  wise.  It  says,  in  effect, 
that  the  young  man  was  gifted  with  unusual  genius,  and  his  wish  to 
acquire  further  knowledge  so  great,  that  he  implored  the  Earl,  his  father, 
to  let  him  go  abroad  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  himself  in  the 
languages  of  the  Continent,  and  that  he  might  see  tlie  world  for  himself. 
His  biographer  asserts  that  the  old  Earl  accorded  Mr.  Stanley  only  three 
years  leave  of  absence,  and  that  he  spent  the  whole  o.f  the  time  in 
France,  but  I  doubt  the  accuracy  of  the  latter  statement.  Anyhow,  upon 
the  termination  of  his  sojourn  in  France,  although  "  one  would  have 
thought,"  says  the  biographer,  "his  inclination  wculd  have  led  him  to 
return  to  his  native  country,  and  to  the  bosom  of  his  friends  ...  his 
insatiable  thirst  after  knowledge  and  adventure  induced  him  to  determine 
otherwise,  notwithstanding  the  period  allowed  him  by  his  father  was 
expired." 

Mr.  Stanley  is  next  represented  to  have  passed  into  Spain,  where  he 
had  the  misfortune  to  fight  a  duel,  and  worst  his  opponent,  which 
necessitated  rapid  flight,  in  the  garb  of  a  mendicant  friar,  across  the 
Pyrenees  back  into  France.  Thence,  we  are  told,  he  made  his  way  into 
Italy.  After  residing  there  for  some  time,  and  in  High  Germany,  he  is 
stated  to  have  visited  in  succession,  Egypt,  the  Coast  of  Barbary, 
Morocco,  the  Holy  Land,  and  Constantinople,  Avhere  he  was  imprisoned 
by  the  Sultan.  After  a  romantic  release  from  prison,  we  learn  that  he 
went  into  Russia,  and  at  Moscow  met  with  his  father's  neighbour  and 
friend  the  celebrated  Dr.  Dee,  who  was  in  attendance  on  the  Czar  as 
his  physician.  From  Russia,  according  to  the  Ballad,  he  journeyed  to 
Greenland,  and  returned  thence  to  Europe  in  an  English  whaling- 
vessel. 

During  this  prolonged  absence  his  unfortunate  brother  Ferdinand, 
Lord  Strange,  had  taken  great  interest  in  the  rapid  improvements  in 
dramatic  pertbrmances,  and  had  established  a  body  of  Players  of  his  own,

Since  it  is  your  pleasure  tliat  I  should  sond  you  such  lettei-s  iis  Mr.  St^mley  sends  to  the 
Earl,  his  father,  1  will  not  disobey  you,  for  it  is  a  great  favour  done  to  him.  According 
to  your  advice,  we  travelled  towards  Augers,  where  we  are  now,  talking  Orleans,  Kiois, 
Tours,  Saumur.  ami  other  towns  upon  the  Loire.  We  mean  to  remain  the  winter 
here,  and  yet  I  find  it  a  place  out  of  the  way,  and  little  frequented.  The  Papists  and 
those  of  the  religion  accord  very  well,  and  none  are  compelled  to  come  to  church,  and 
yet  the  place  aj>pointed  for  preaching  is  eight  miles  oft'.    *    •    *    [///uf.  No.  1 1 S.]

It  is  yet  uncertain,  I  think,  wlien  Mr.  vStanley  returned  from  his 
travels.  The  general  impression,  to  my  knowledge,  has  heen  that  he 
had  not  returned  from  them  when  his  brother  the  fifth  Earl  died,  i.e.. 
1594.  But  I  strongly  suspect  he  was  back  in  England,  as  the  Ballad 
avers,  prior  to  his  father's  death  in  1593,  and  then  joined  the  Army  of 
the  Netherlands,  where  he  became  lost  sight  of  again.  For  we  must 
bear  in  mind  that  he  was  already  a  soldier  (and  a  comrade  in  arms  of 
Lord  Southampton)  in  the  spring  of  the  year  in  which  the  Fenner 
letters,  under  consideration,  were  written. 

Now,  there  arc  one  or  two  remarkable  circumstances  in  connection 
with  the  Comedy  of  "  Love's  Labour's  Lost,"  which  the  detractors  of 
Shakespear,  had  they  troubled  themselves  at  all  concerning  the  Earl  of 
Derby  who  in  1599  was  writin.,^  Comedies,  could  not  well  have  failed  to 
notice.  In  1584,  two  years  after  the  departure  of  ^Ir.  Stanley  to 
France,  in  company  with  his  preceptor,"  Mr,  E.  Lloyd,  one  Richard 
Lloyd  published  his  "Brief e  Discourse  of  the  most  Renowned  Actes  ... 
of  those  Puisant  Princes  called  the  Nino  Worthies."  The  Comedy 
above-mentioned,  the  scene  of  which  is  laid  in  France,  depicts  a  school- 
master,  who  is  taken  off  under  the  name  of  Holofernes,  as  actively 
engaged  in  the  preparation  and  performance  of  a  pageant  of  the  Nine 
Worthies  before  the  Princess.  The  pageant  concludes  with  songs  which 
Mr.  Charles  Knight  says  are  found  in  a  pageant  of  the  Nine  Worthies 
peculiar  to  the  City  of  Chester.  Shakespear,  he  continues,  must  have 
seen  this  particular  Chester  pageant  represented,  otherwise — I  take  it 
Mr.  Knight  intends  us  to  infer — Shakespear  could  not  have  imported 
these  songs  into  the  play  (Knight's  Shakspere,  2nd  edition,  i,  317). 
Mr.  Stanley's  parents  resided,  on  and  off,  in  Chester,  and  therefore  ha 
would  have  ample  opportunities  for  becoming  acquainted  with  any 
pageant  shown  in  that  City. 

I  may  say,  in  conclusion,  that  there  are  similar  matters  in  connection 
with  other  of  the  Shakespearian  Comedies,  which  also  would  not  have 
escaped  unnoticed  had  they  ever  been  looked  for.  .  . 


While  the  foregoing  is  passing  through  the  press,  I  have  been 
enabled  to  identify  the  handwriting  of  the  two  letters  above  mentioned, 
signed  only  *'K.  Lloyd,"  with  that  of  one,  dated  20th  June,  IGIO, 
addressed  to  King  James  I.  and  his  Parliament,  which  accompanies  a 
treatise  by  the  said  Lloyd,  written  in  English,  but  interspersed  here  and 
there  with  Latin,  like  the  conversation  of  Holofernes  in  the  play.  This 
document  is  signed  "  Rych :  Lloyd,"  and  is  preserved  among  the 
Additional  ]\ISS.  at  the  British  Museum,  the  reference  being  No.  19102, 
pencil  foHo  21. 
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THE  BATTLE  OF  AXCRUM  MOOR— TWO  TRADITIONS 
REGARDING  IT  EXAMINED. 

By  JOSEPH  BAIN,  F.S.A,  Scot. 

This  Border  battle  was  fought  on  27  February,  1544-5,  between  the 
Scots,  under  the  Regent  Arran,  aided  by  the  Earl  of  Angus  and  the 
Laird  of  Buceleuch,  and  the  English,  led  by  Sir  Ralph  Evers  warden  of 
the  Middle  Marches,  and  Sir  Brian  Layton  captain  of  Norham,  who 
were  both  left  dead  on  the  field,  and  their  forces  routed  with  heavy  loss. 
So  much  for  the  facts — from  which  two  well  known  traditionary  stories 
have  resulted.  The  first,  that  Sir  Ralph  Evers  v/as  buried  in  Melrose 
Abbey,  the  second,  that  a  Scottish  woman  called  Lilliard  was  killed 
there  after  fighting  on  her  stumps,  whence  the  field  has  ever  since  been 
called  "Lilliard's  Edge." 

.  First,  as  to  Evers'  burial :  Sir  AValter  Scott,  misled  by  Robert  Surtees, 
who  palmed  off  on  him  the  ballad  of  Lord  Ewrie  (which  he  said  had 
been  taken  down  from  the  recitation  of  an  old  woman  of  ninety-one 
but  is  now  known  to  have  been  Surtees'  own  composition),  firmly 
believed  that  the  English  warden  was  buried  in  Melrose  Abbey,  where 
Surtees  and  himself  identified  his  tombstone.  But  Melrose  was  surely 
the  last  place  where  Evers  would  receive,  or  indeed  deserve  burial.  lie 
had  just  done  his  best  to  destroy  the  abbey,  and  had  ravaged  the  country 
aiound  it  with  a  savage  ferocity  unusual  even  in  that  barbarous  warfare. 
Mr.  Raine  shows  very  clearly  in  his  Life  of  Surtees,  that  the  supposed 
tomb  of  Evers  is  the  stone  coffin  of  some  old  warrior  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  bearing  the  inscription  "Orate  pro  anima  Ivorrs^  de  Corbrigge," 
which  both  Scott  and  Surtees  had  misread,  in  their  eagerness  to  find 
Evers'  grave.  Lockhart,  in  a  note  to  the  Mindrelsi/  (i,  417),  says  that 
"his"  [Evers']  "stone  coffin  may  still  be  seen  there"  [Melrosj]  "a  little 
to  the  left  of  the  great  altar" — of  course  a  mere  echo  of  his  father-in- 
law's  belief.  Evers  no  doubt  was  buried  with  his  forefathers  at  Witton- 
on-the-Wear,  in  Durham. 

The  second  tradition  is  even  more  rooted  in  Border  popular  belief,  and 
has  been  commemorated  within  this  century  in  stone,  on  th3  scene  of  the 
supposed  incident.  I  do  not  know  how  it  arose,  but  it  has  been  cele- 
brated by  Sir  Walter  in  the  Muistrelsij  (iv.  11>9.  Notes  to  the  Ece  of 
S.  John).  He  there  says — "  The  spot  on  which  Aucrum  ^loor  was  fought, 
is  called  Lilyard's  Edge,  from  an  Amazonian  Sc  ottish  woman  of  that 
name,  who  is  reported  by  tradition,  to  have  distinguished  herself  in  the 
same  manner  as  Squire  Witherington  at  Chevy  Cliaco.  The  old  [people 
point  out  tier  monuuicnt,  nowbrohen  and  dcfaied.  Th-i  inscription  is  said 
to  liavc  been  legible  icittiin  this  century,  and  to  have  run  thus :  — 

"  Fair  maiden  Lylliard  lies  under  this  stane, 

Little  was  her  stature,  but  great  was  her  fame  ; 

Upon  the  Eugli.sh  louns  she  laid  many  thumps, 

And,  when  her  lega  were  cutted  ol\]  she  fouglit  upon  her  stamps.' 
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The  italics  in  the  above  arc  mine.  Sir  Walter  must  have  written  the 
account  some  years  before  the  date  of  the  following  entry  in  his  Journal 
gust  published),  where,  under  date  1  May,  1S27,  he  says  : — "  We  made  a 
pilgrimage  to  fair  maiden  Lilliard's  stone,  which  has  been  restored 
lately,  to  the  ciedit  of  Mr.  Walker  of  Muirhouselaw."  He  gives  in  a 
note,  the  above  inscription.  It  is  obvious  that  Sir  Walter  never  saw  the 
(supposed)  original  inscription,  renewed  as  he  says,  shortly  before,  1827. 
This  last  is  therefore  no  proof  that  it  ever  existed,  except  in  the  tales  of 
the  peasantry. 

J^ow  the  spot  bore  the  name  of  "Lyliat  Cross,"  at  least  170  years 
before  the  date  of  Ancrum  battle,  and  was  evidently  a  noted  place  for  March 
meetings.  This  is  proved  by  several  original  documents  in  the  English 
records,  which  show  that  in  September  1377,  the  Earl  of  Douglas  and 
others,  on  behalf  of  Robert  II.,  appointed  meetings  to  be  held  between 
the  Earl  of  Carrick  and  John  of  Gaunt,  at  Lyliat  Cross  {Calendar  of 
Dods.  Scotland,  vol.  iv,  Kos.  242,  261,  2G4).  Erom  the  text  of  these 
documents,  it  is  clear  that  I^ylyat  Cross  was  near  Farningdon  and 
Ancrum,  and  identical  with  the  Lilliard's  Edge  of  a  later  time.  The 
"monument  now  broken  and  defaced,"  as  described  by  Sir  AYalter,  was 
doubtless  the  remains  of  the  old  cross  of  the  March  meetings,  but  why 
or  when  raised  is  buried  in  oblivion. 

Thus  much  must  be  clear  to  any  one  accustomed  to  weigh  historical 
evidence,  thatLylyot  Cross  (corrupted  to  Lilliards,  which  is  an  unheard-of 
name  for  a  woman,  by  the  way)  being  an  established  place-name  nearly 
two  centuries  before  Ancrum  Moor  was  fought,  must  have  originated 
instead  of  commemoratinc^  the  lesijend  of  the  Amazonian  Scottish 
woman's  exploit.  It  would  be  idle  to  discuss,  from  a  surgical  point  of 
view,  the  question  as  to  the  length  of  time  a  human  being  so  mutilated 
could  continue  to  fight  against  "our  auld  enemies,"  for  whoever  the 
original  Lylyat  was,  commemorated  by  the  cross,  she  (or  he)  was  not 
the  Lilliard  of  Ancrum  Moor.

The  Register  of  Combe  Keynes  and  Wool  mentioned  by  Ilutchins  as 
missing  in  183S,  and  wliich  was  luckily  found  in  1889, ^  is  a  volume  IG^ 
inches  long  by  7  wide,  and  is  in  its  original  stiff  binding  and  covered 
with  parchment.  The  baptisms  date  from  1585  to  1810,  and  the  names 
of  most  frequent  occurrence  are  :  Austin,  Barnes,  Bascomb,  Bishop, 
Brooke,  Burt,  Chapman,  Cob,  Dewey,  Drew,  Dollin,  Dolling,  Edwards, 
yurmage,  Galton,  George,  Gilbert,  Gill,  Gold,  Hayte,  Hodder,  Jacob, 
Mead,  Meadeway,  Mounteour,  Kicketts,  Salter,  Smithe,  Sexey,  Smed- 
niore,  Snooke,  Sopply,  Talbott,  and  Turberville.  The  name  Pasche  also 
occurs  as  the  Christian  name  of  a  female.  The  burials  extend  fr©m  March 
1586  to  November  1810  ;  the  names  given  as  occuring  in  the  baptisms 
are  repeated  in  this  section  of  the  book,  with  a  few  additions  of  non- 
parishioners,  when  the  remark  "a  stranger"  is  often  added.  Daring  the 
eaily  part  of  the  civil  war,  when  the  Parliamentary  army  at  "Wareham 
was  confronted  by  the  King's  forces  at  Lulwoith  Castle,  about  eight 
miles  distant  as  the  crow  flics,  the  parishes  of  Combe  iveynes  and  AVooI 
)ying  about  midway,  must  have  been  the  scene  of  more  than  one  skirmisli, 
for  there  are  several  entries  of  "  souldiers  "  being  buried,  sometimes  a 
Royalist,  sometimes  a  Parliament  man. 

The  first  two  leaves  of  the  Register  contain  memoranda  and  the

She  was  marry'd  the  9*'^  of  April, 
1684  to  Yictor  Amadous  2^'  Duke  of  Savoy,  and  King  of  Sardinia 
now  reigning;  who  had  by  her  three  Princes  and  four  Princesses 
of  all  which  only  the  Prince  of  Piedmont  Survives.  The  Eldest 
of  the  Dau"  Mary  Adelaide  Marrycd  the  late  Duke  of  Burgundy, 
Father  of  the  King  of  llrance,  upon  the  7^''  of  Dec  169^  :  aiid 
died  12"' of  ffeb'^'  1712.

more  of  Clergy  and  Gentry,  his  ffriends ;  then  came  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  in  their  liobes,  before  whom  was  carried  the 
Sword  and  Mace  in  Mourning:  and  next  the  Aldermen,  followed 
by  the  Common  Council;  after  them  upwards  of  200  Gentlemen, 
to  whom  was  given  Scarves  and  Gloves,  then  above  2000  Freemen 
who  had  gloves,  and  the  Stewards  of  their  respective  Companies 
had  rings  also:  The  procession  was  brought  up  w^^  a  great 
;  ■  number  of  Coaches  the  first  of  w"'^^  was  his  own  in  Moui-ning 
drawn  by  six  Florscs,  and  upon  the  forehead  of  each  was  his 
Crest,  most  curiously  blazon'd. 

Monday  Octob^"  21'^^  a  few  Days  since  dyed  at  his  Seat  at  great  Tew 
in  Oxfordshire,  Francis  Keck  Esq^"  son  of  S"^  Anthony  Keck  (one 
of  the  Coniniissioners  of  the  great  Seal  in  the  Reign  of  King

?  Esq^'  a  Lady  of  vast  Fortune.  By  her  lie  had  several  children, 
two  of  which  only  Survived  him;  John  the  now  worthv  Heir  of 
his  Virtues  and  Fortunes  who  married  M^"^  Pool  an  Heiress  of 
great  fortune,  virtue  and  Beauty;  and  Mary  maniod  to  S'"  John 
Dutton  of  Sherborne  in  the  County  of  Gloucester  Bart.

A  FIFTEENTH  CENTURY  MARRIAGE  CONTRACT. 
Comnmuicated  by  GEORGE  GATFIELD. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  curious  marriage  contract  between 
John,  son  of  John  Tillesley,  Esq.,  and  Jane,  daughter  of  Hamont  ^lascy 
of  Denwall,  co.  Chester ;  the  oiiginal  bcinc:  in  the  Eritish  Museum  (Add..

said  fest  of  seynt  Marten  next  comynge  Also  the  said  John  Tillesley  theld'  grunteth 
vnto  the  said  Jane  wif  of  the  said  hamont  by  this  Indenture  that  he  -or  feotie  or 
feofies  to  his  vse  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  sure  and  a  lawfull  estate  to  ij  or  iij 
p'sons  at  the  denomination  of  the  said  Jane  to  the  vse  of  the  saids  John  his  son  and 
heire  and  to  the  vse  of  the  said  Jane  doghf  of  the  said  Jane  and  to  the  heirs  of  their 
ij  bodies  lawfully  begoten  of  landes  and  tenementes  to  the  yerely  value  of 
V  mrc  vjs  viij<i." 

John  Tillesley  also  declares  that  he  has  not,  nor  will  not,  make  any  feoftment  of  the 
manors,  lands,  <S:c.,  of  which  he  is  seised,  and  that  they  shall  come  after  his  decease  to 
the  saids  John,  his  son,  and  Jane  Massy  the  younger,  and  the  heirs  of  their  bodies  Also 
that  if  his  said  son  John  die  before  this  marriage  is  consummated  *•  then  the  said 
Jane  the  yong'  shall  wedde  and  take  to  husbaund  in  man'  and  fourme  aboue 
rehersed  an  other  of  the  sonnes  of  the  said  John  Tillesley  theld',  wiche  by  the 
decesse  of  the  said  John  the  yong'  hit  shall  happen  to  be  heire  vnto  the  said  John 
Tillealey  theld'  if  the  lawe  of  holy  Church  so  will  sufire  tior  the  wich  weddynges  and 
estates  thus  to  be  hade  and  made  "  Jane  INlassy  the  elder  undertakes  to  pay  £iO,  thus 
— £20  on  the  day  of  the  wedding,  and  as  to  the  other  £20,  she  and  2  others  shall  be 
bound  in  eight  obligations  each  of  50  shillings,  the  first  to  be  paid  at  the  next  "  lest  of 
the  Nativite  of  our  lord  god,"  the  2nd  at  the  feast  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  tiie 
Baptist,  or  within  20  days,  and  "  so  furthe  at  ichon  of  the  saides  ij  fests,"  but  if  her 
daughter  die  before  the  day  of  payment  of  any  of  the  obligations  without  issue  by  the 
said  John  or  if  divorce  be  had  between  them  before  payment  is  due,  then  the  said 
obligation  shall  be  void.  She  also,  after  this  wedding,  shall  keep  the  saids  John  and 
Jane  with  "mete  and  drynke,  clothyuge  "  &c.,  for  six  years.  To  all  the  above 
covenants  the  said  John  Tillesley  the  elder,  John  Parre  of  Backeford,  and  John 
Litherlande  bind  themselves  to  the  said  Jane  Massy  in  100  marks. 

A  marginal  note  in  the  Massy  pedigree  (Harl.  MS.,  1505,  f.  97),  reads 
thus : — 

.  Massey  of  Portingtou  had  given  him  by  K:  "Wm.  Rufus  certeine  lands  in  Cheshire 
In  such  manner  as  followeth  or  very  near  the  same.

In  Witnes  of  the  sooth  I  have  sealed  with  my  wang  tooth  in  the  presence  of  Maud 
and  divers  others.

Stolier,  an  Attorney-at-Law  at 
Hexham,  After  his  death  a  large  quantity  of  those  papers  being  con- 
sidered useless  were  ordered  to  be  destroyed,  and  during  tlie  destruction 
this  vohime  was  casually  observed  and  j.veserved,  and  afterwards  presented 
to  ^Ir.  Thomas  Bell,  the  Newcnstle  Antiquary.  After  :Mr.  Bell's  doath— 
nearly  thirty  years  ago — his  collection  of  MSS.  was  sold  by  auction, 
when  this  book  became  the  property  of  Mr.  A.  Strothcr  of  Eastlicld  Hall, 
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Warkwoitli,  and  is  still  in  the  possession  of  his  family.  On  the  fly-leaf 
Mr.  I>(!ll  has  expressed  his  opinion  in  the  following  words:  "It  is  un- 
doubtedly a  C'^py  or  extract  from  some  other  document,  not  unlikely  of 
one  belonging  to  some  of  the  Heralds,  who  about  the  time  of  its  date — 
early  in  the  ITtli  century — were  regularl}'  in  the  habit  of  holding  visita- 
tions in  tiie  North." 

The  arms  given  are  those  of  families  in  Kent.  Surrey,  Essex,  Devon- 
shire, and  Northumberland,  the  last-named  county  being,  specially 
interesting  from  the  fact  of  each  family  name  being  coupled  with  the 
name  of  the  estate  belonging  to  it,  or  with  the  name  of  the  town  where 
the  family  resided,  and  for  this  reason  it  has  been  selected  for  pub- 
lication. 

At  the  end  of  the  volume  is  given  a  list  of  those  in  Northumberland 
who  compounded  for  their  estates  in  1654  with  the  amount  of  the 
annuities  allowed  them  by  the  Commissioners  of  Parliament.

^  Althougli  from  the  title  of  tin's  work  one  might  infer  tliat  it  did  not 
call  for  notice  in  a  genealogical  magazine  such  is  very  far  indeed  from 
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being  the  fact,  and  a  very  happily  designed  dedication  page  prepares  us 
at  the  outset  for  such  an  "  account  of  tlie  donors  "  of  the  church  plate  as 
cannot  fail  to  deHght  the  heart  of  ail  who  interest  themselves  in  English 
genealogy. 

The  author's  intention  would  appear  to  have  been  to  subordinate  all 
considerations  of  time  and  expense  to  the  primary  object  of  carrying  out 
his  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  few  will  deny  that  these  two 
beautiful  volumes  involve  a  realizatic^n  of  such  a  project.  Whilst  doing 
due  justice  to  the  technical  division  of  his  subject  Mr.  Trollope  has,  by 
largely  consulting  wills,  parish  registers,  and  other  original  authorities, 
introduced  as  much  pedigree  matter  as  would  of  itself  constitute  a 
.goodly  tonic.  Heraldry  likewise  has,  so  far  as  was  needful,  received  due 
attention. 

Lastly,  Mr.  Trollope  appends  to  his  work  the  appreciable  boon  of  full 
indexes  of  names  and  places.  Busy  readers  know  best  how  much  time 
is  lost  by  the  absence  of  a  good  index  in  many  an  otherwise  satisfactory 
.  compilation.  Can  we  not  learn  to  imitate  our  American  cousins  in 
regard  to  index-making  "?  Even  the  Harleian  Society  falls  short  in  this 
respect,  altlioug^i  it  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  few  of  its  members 
would  for  instance  fail  to  see  the  great  value  of  the  double  index  to  the 
volume  under  notice.  We  cordially  commend  Mr.  Trollope's  book  to 
the  attention  of  our  readers. 


The  Strife  of  the  Roses  and  Days  of  the  Tudors  ix  the  West. 
By  W^.  H.  Hamilton  Kogers,  E.S.A.  Exeter  (James  G.  Commin) 
Svo. 

As  might  have  been  expected  from  the  author  of  "  Memorials  of  the 
West,"  we  have  in  this  the  latest  eifort  of  his  pen,  a  work  containing  a 
large  amount  of  interesting  historical  matter  put  before  us  in  a  way  that 
should  please  all  readers.  The  modw-^  operandi  is  not  an  easy  task  with 
such  a  subject  as  this,  and  the  plan  Mr.  Rogers  has  adopted  of  dividing 
his  book  into  seven  chapters  each  devoted  to  the  biograpliy,  family 
history  and  local  importance  of  one  of  the  prime  movers  in  the  turbulent 
period  of  which  he  treats  is  good.  With  the  pen  of  a  ready  writer  he 
connects  each  of  these  heads  by  taking  us  with  him  oi:  an  itinerary,  and 
giving  an  admirable  arcluTological  survey  of  the  various  places  identified 
with  his  characters.  Not  the  least  interesting  portion  of  the  book  is  the 
last  chapter,  containing  an  account  of  the  descendants  of  the  last 
Emperor  of  the  East,  one  of  whom,  Theodoro  Paleologus,  lies  buried  at 
Landulph,  where  a  brass  records  his  death  in  1G3G,  Copiously  and 
exceedingly  well  illustrated,  the  drawings  for  the  most  ])art  being  of 
monuments  and  brasses,  this  volume  will  find  more  comnuMidation  from 
antiquaries  and  genealogists  than  tlie  general  public,  although  there  is 
much  to  interest  the  ordinary  reader.  An  etching  of  a  glade  in  Old  Siuitc 
Park  is  given  as  a  frontispiece,  and  a  remarkably  good  portrait  of  tlic 
author  is  humbly  added  at  the  end.  Eor  solid  information  this  book 
cannot  be  surpassed,  ami  authorities  are  stated  and  frequently  quoted. 
There  is  also  appended  a  convenient  index.

AVarwick,  said  to  have  been 
born  in  1580,  has  been  compiled  by  Mr.  Reginald  Stewart  Boddington, 
who  is  to  be  congratnlated  on  the  clear  and  concise  way  hi  which  he  has 
arranged  his  evidences.

and  Frances  ux.  Eobert  Hales,  Esc|.  That  there  is  a  mistake  here  will,  I 
think,  be  at  once  evident  from  an  entry  which  occurs  in  the  liegister 
of  Winchester  Scholars  by  Mr.  A.  F.  Ivirby  (London,  Henry  Frowde, 
1888),  p.  195,  under  the  Election  of  1667, 

Chock,  Hussey-Elwes-IIinton  {Iliissdkin)  [aged]  13,  Avington,  Berks. 

with  a  note,  adding  that  he  subsec[uently  became  Scliolar  of  New 
College,  Oxford,  Fellow  1672-5;  that  he  was  son  of  "Sir"  Francis 
Chock;  and  died  1675.  From  the  Catalogue  of  Graduates  in  the 
University  of  Oxford  (Oxford:  University  Press,  1851)  it  appears  that 
lie  graduated  B.A.  29  April  1674. 

In  his  Introduction  (p.  xviii),  Mr.  Kirby  remarks  that  in  the  New 
College  Pegister,  his  baptismal  name  appears  as  Husselhin  ;  and  in 
this  form  it  is  still  partly  legible  in  the  stonework  of  one  of  the 
windows  of  the  Fifth  Chamber  at  Winchester,  where  he  no  doubt 
inscribed  it.  A.  friend  who  knows  the  locality,  and  claims  to  be 
connected  with  this  family,  informs  me  that  Avington  (not  Abingdon) 
is  the  correct  spelling,  for  the  home  of  the  Chokkes  was  at  a  village  of 
that  name  on  the  borders  of  Wiltshire,  not  far  from  Hungerford. 
The  name  Chokke,  I  may  add,  does  not  occur  again  am€>ng  Winchester 
Scholars  ;  but  an  Elwes  was  elected  in  1672  ;  there  were  four  Hintons, 
between  1653  and  1869  ;  and  seven  Husseys  altogether.

Books  of  the  Bakers  Company. — It  is  perhaps  worth  putting  on 
record  the  following  fact,  that  since  the  year  1844,  certain  Minute 
books  containing  Apprenticesliips  and  Freedoms  of  tliis  company  have 
disappeared.  A  search  having  been  instituted  in  order  to  verify  copies 
of  some  entries,  made  in  the  above  year,  of  the  dates  1648  and  1663,  it 
was  found  that  the  Minute  Books  covering  this  period  could  not  be 
found,  and  only  a  book  entitled  an  Alphabet  of  Apprentices  1648-1729 
was  fortlicoming.  This  instance  of  a  City  Company's  records  having 
been  lost  is  not  the  only  one,  for  Mr.  Young  in  his  Annals  of  the 
Barher-Surgeons  of  London,  mentions  the  fact  of  the  Court  Minutes 
between  1651  and  1689,  having  disappeared  within  the  last  forty  years. 
Surely  it  is  time  that  the  ancient  City  Companies  should  print  their 
Apprenticeships  and  Freedoms  before  any  more  of  these  valuable 
records  are  allowed  to  disapiwar.  ScuTUii.

daughter  of  Charles  I. ;  she  bciug  the  unquestionable  heiress  of  the 
House  of  Stuart.

Carr  of  Et.vl. — Information  is  desired  concerning  the  name  of  the 
wife  of  Sir  Kobert  Carr,  or  Korr,  of  Etal  Castle,  Nortluimberland.  In 
"the  Descent  of  Smart,  of  Trewhitt,  Nortliumbcrland  "  [I'idc  p.  89\  it 
is  said  tliat  one  of  the  two  daughters  of  Thomas  Carr,  of  Ford,  by 
IsabeHa  Selby,  "should  be  his  wife,"  viz.,  either  Elizabeth  or 
Susannah.  Ii  was  for  s(^metime  believed  that  Margaret,  one  of  the 
two  daughters  of  this  Thomas  Carr  by  liis  second  wile,  Jane  Kerr, 
widow  of  William  Korr  of  Scotland,  was  his  wife,  but  recent  research 
amongst  the  documents  in  the  Pecord  Ollice  has  revealed  the  names 
of  tho  husbands  of  both  these  ladies,  and  that  they  were  con- 
temporaries of  Sir  Pobt'rt.  IIo  was  a  S(Ui  of  AVilliam  Krrr.  of 
Scotland  (Greeuhead)  and  quite  possibly  a  stepson  of  Thomas  Kerr, 
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and,  therefore,  brother  to  the  other  two  stepsons,  sons  of  Jane,  by 
her  first  husband.  In  Carr  v.  Foster,  1649,  occurs  the  following 
Ptatcment William  Carr  was  .  .  .  times  forced  from  the  premises 
of  Ford  Castle  and  land  b}'  violence  upon  him  by  Eobert  Carr  and 
otlier  sons  of  Thomas,  the  grandfather,  by  Jane,  his  second  wife." 
"  The  gi-andfather  "  had  no  son  Eobert  by  either  of  his  wives. 

Seeing  that  three  peers  took  the  name  of  Carr  from  their  ancestor, 
Sir  Eobert,  vh.,  Erroll,  Glasgow,  and  Wolverton,  the  question  is 
certainly  of  interest.  T.  G.  S. 

Hughes.— I  am  anxious  to  obtain  some  approximate  idea  as  to  when 
this  surname  first  came  into  use.  In  the  "  Calendar  of  Wills  and 
AdmiDistrations  relating  to  Shropshire  in  the  Ancient  Diocese  of 
Lichfield  1510  to  1652,"  I  find  there  is  no  mention  of  the  name  until 
1564. 

In  the  Visitation  of  Shropshire  1023  there  is  a  pedigree  of  Hughes, 
alias  Higgins,  showing  that  a  John  Higgins  had  two  sons,  die  named 
Hugh  Higgins  and  the  other  William  Hughes,  alia^'^  Higgins,  and  in  the 
next  and  subsequent  generations  the  descendants  all  bear  the  surname 
Hughes.  No  dates  are  given  to  this  pedigree  beyond  the  date  of  the 
Visitation  (162S),  but  the  gradual  change  of  name  seems  to  support  the 
theory  that  Hughes  was  first  adopted  as  a  surname  about  the  sixteenth 
century.  I  am  told  the  two  names  Hughes  and  Higgins  are  synonymous^ 
meaning  "little  "  or  "  son  of  Hugh."
